It could be a scene from one of its 
productions, but unfortunately the 
situation of the Cambridge Ensemble, a 
local theater group, is all too real. 
Although no one is opposed to the group 
— and in fact everyone involved 
acknowledges it is valuable to Cambridge 
— the city zoning board of appeals last 
week denied a variance which would have 
permitted the group to continue 
performances at the Old Cambridge 
Baptist Church near Harvard Square. 
The Ensemble must find a new theater, 
which in the Boston area is no easy task. 
In the meantime the group is losing 
income because it was forced to cancel a 
production. 

The group’s problems began 15 months 
ago, when, after answering a false alarm, 
firefighters discovered violations of 
several fire and building regulations in | 
the theater. Barbara Bregstein, a member 
of the Ensemble, says the group was 
informed at that time that its 
performances in a residential zone 
violated a zoning ordinance. “We didn’t 
think it was serious,” Bregstein said. ‘“‘We 
thought if we made the place safe, we 
would be all right.” The violations were 
corrected, but after a public hearing on 
the zoning question, the Ensemble was 
informed in October that the board had 
voted three to two not to grant a variance. 
The board decided to reconsider its vote 
in an executive committee meeting but 
last Thursday night the denial was 
upheld. 

The case against the group is weak at 
best. Through the city’s public relations 
director, Jack Drummey, Cambridge City 
Manager James Sullivan said the board 
based its decision om a city ordinance 
which prohibits a profit-making | 
institution from operating out of a

residential area. But the Cambridge 
Ensemble is a non-profit organization — 
as evidenced by its grants from the 
Massachusetts Council on the Arts and 
Humanities. In addition, the church is 
only technically in a residential area (the 
dividing line splits the church): a gas 
station is located next door. Drummey 
also said he was unable to find a 
complaint against the Ensemble, and 
Mary Solberg, chairman of the zoning 
board, said she has received only calls of 
support for the group. She and another 
member of the board refused to comment 
on why the board denied the variance. 
At the center of the controversy is the 
question of whether the Ensemble’s 
performances can be classified as part of 
the church’s activities. Peggy Smith, the 
church administrator, said the church 
views the Ensemble “‘as part of our 
ministry to the community.” If the 


~ Ensemble were considered part of the 


church, then it might be exempt from 
zoning regulations, just as a bake sale or a 
rummage sale would be. The issue is 
basically separation of church and state, a 
problem which is as old as either of those 
entities and probably could be resolved 
only through a lengthy and costly legal 
battle. 

A key question, given the complexity of 
the situation (it obviously isn’t a cut-and- 
dried zoning violation) and the 
tremendous public support for the group, 
is why the zoning board has rigidly 
enforced the letter of the law when it has 
the mechanism to make an exception. It 
would seem that if ever there were an 
exceptional case, this is it. 

The Ensemble is still conducting its 
theater workshops at the church. Mark 
Healy from the Charles Street Meeting. 
House has offered his theater for the 
Ensemble’s January production of \,.... 
Oresteia, but the Ensemble does not know. 
where it will be after January. — B.P.

A big new bookstore is always an 
attraction, but when, as in the case of. 
Barnes and Noble, it is accompanied by 
lots of hype, you might have second _ 
thoughts about visiting it,,We did,, but.. 
we've run into so many people on their 
way back from the place, shopping bags 


- filled, eager to spread the word of its 


incredible savings. Intrigued by such 
excitement over books, we gave in one 
morning last week and took a trip to the 
store. 

Entering the store, we thought for. a 
moment that we had walked into a 
supermarket by mistake. But instead of 
shelves of oranges and jars of pickles, 
there are books. Shopping carts are 
conveniently placed by the entrance and a 
line of cashiers wait patiently to ring up 
purchases. Tables of special sales are 


‘arranged as if they were displays of 


dishwashing liquid or iced tea mixes in 
order to catch the shopper’s eye. Storé 
employees seem to be everywhere, 
wearing gray jackets and continually 
rearranging the books in neat piles after 
“‘thoughtless” customers knock them 
about. 

The customers are almost as interesting 
as the store. They flit from table to shelf, 
poring greedily over books on every 
imaginable subject. For some, a trip to 
Barnes and Noble seems to have replaced

the lunch-hour visit to one of the 7 
downtown departmentistores. Although 
the tone is different, the scene was 
reminiscent — all those absorbed people 
— of a visit to a large city library. It lifted: 
our spirits a bit to think that perhaps... 
television is not replacing reading after 
all. 
sAnd.about the thomesives? (Phere! 
are hundreds.of; thousands of. them, .of. 
which only a few are priced at more than 
$10. In fact, most seem to be in the $2 and 
$3 range — they are all discounted from . 
the publishers’ list prices. In the bargain 
basement, there are books for even 19 
cents, Children’s books cost 59 cents, 
textbooks 99 cents, and hardbound 
humanities reprints are discounted at 75 
percent off the retail price. The store has. a 
large section of “‘books for a buck”; law 
books go for $2.95; and large and beautiful 
art books, which we never before dared 
open to look at the price, for $14.95. 

On the second floor is the store’s main 
attraction: books on the New York Times 
bestseller list priced far below the. 
publisher’s list price — most of the non- 
fiction costing from $1 to $1.95. The 
fiction is more expensive, at $4.77 to 
$7.50, but still costs about half of what 
other bookstores charge. 

It was a discovery on the second floor, 
however, that endeared us to the store. An 
entire table is devoted to the African 
Writers Series, books that previously were 
very difficult to find in the US. Oddly 
enough, the selection does not include the

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classics in that series. 

There are some drawbacks. Most of the 
books are arranged by publisher, so 
without a little homework it is difficult to 
find a specific title. Maybe we did not 
look in the right places, but we missed 
some of the traditional works in literature 
and history. And the store will not order 
books for customers. There is, of course, a 
larger problem. Since Barnes and Noble 
opened in October, many smaller 
bookstores have expressed fears that the 
bargain store’s low prices will drive them 
out of business. While we appreciate 
savings as much as anyone, it would be 
sad to see the failure of small booksellers 
who have subsisted on marginal profits 
and their own love of books. After all, 
their stores are more intimate; they will 
help you find just what you are looking for 
and order. books they don’t stock. 

When we finally decided to leave, we 
looked up to discover that we had been 
browsing for an hour and could have 
easily spent another two or three. 

Barnes and Noble is on Washington 
Street, across from Filene’s in downtown 
Boston. It has just started its Christmas 
schedule; it will be open Mondays 
through Thursdays from 9:30 a.m. to 8:30 
p.m. and on Fridays and Saturdays from 
9:30 a.m. to 6 p.m.

- All the food that’s fit to eat

The Boston Herald American ‘cafeteria, 


300 Harrison Ave., Boston; open daily 8. — 


a.m.-2:30 p.m. (vending machines open at 
all hours); no liquor service; no credit 
cards. Open only to employees, guests and 
visitors. 

The Boston Globe cafeteria, 135 ~ 
Morrissey Blvd., Dorchester; open around 
the clock daily; no liquor service; no 
credit cards. Open only to employees, 
guests and visitors. 


In high school, I used to sell milk to my 
fellow students at a small table near the 
cafeteria entrance during my lunch hour; 
in return I was given my meals free. The 
institutional aftertaste of that experience 
has persisted to this day, but it wasn’t 
until this past week that I once again 
came in contact with the particulars. The 
occasion was a visit to the Boston Herald 
American cafeteria which, according to 
my perverse plan, was to succumb, along 


with the Globe’s dining facilities, to this 


reviewer's scrutiny. 

The Herald American’s cafeteria is a 
lovely objective correlative for my 
experience of reading the newspaper 
itself: a few bright moments flickering in 
a grim and undistinguished surround. 
Physically, the cafeteria possesses the 
claustrophobic comforts of a converted 
boiler room; my memory now is of an 
institutionally-colored, windowless space 
highlighted by orange, ringed with 
vending machines and filled with long 
formica tables and plastic chairs. On one 
side, the Herald has in the not too distant 
past added a live food service to the once 
entirely automated facility, and it was to 
this that I devoted my gastronomic 
attention. One of the bright moments on 
the short cafeteria line was the almost 
inexplicable presence of three pretty glass 
jars filled with uncooked pasta on the 
counter; this is obviously a decorative 
note designed to convince patrons they’re 
actually dining in more elegance than is 
clearly and brutally the case. 

As for the food we piled on our heavy 
cardboard KYS Carry Trays, the less said 
the better. After all, some people are 


forced to eat here more than once in their 


lifetimes. The hot complete lunch for the 
day was a quarter of a roast chicken in an 
intolerable sort of bechamel sauce with 
runny delmonico potatoes and lots of 
canned green beans ($1.45). The chicken 
tasted like fish, owing probably to my 
wish that it had been fish, a substance to 


which even the worst cafeterias can only. 


do a limited amount of harm. An egg 
salad sandwich (60 cents) was not bad at 
all, though plain save for mayonnaise and 
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a touch of paprika. The roast beef 
sandwich (90 cents) was unexceptional, 
but the western omelette sandwich (75 
cents), served on a fresh but deflated 
bulkie roll, rated with the best. The tuna 
salad on onion roll benefited from some 
minced onion and couldn’t be faulted, all 
things considered. The navy bean soup 
(30 and 50 cents) was stocked with celery 
and ham and was, despite its diluted 
state, tasty. For dessert, the fruit jello was 
loose, as I like it, and served on fresh 
lettuce. The pies were Table Talk 
variety. 

For those partial to vending machines, 
the variety is excellent — Chili-Mac and 
Bounty Beef Stew, packaged sandwiches 
and yogurt, Lewis Spearmint Leaves, 
Cheez Doodles and Pretzel Nuggets will 
give you some idea. 

The Globe cafeteria is catered by the 
same food service management company 
as the Herald, Daka Inc. of Wakefield, 
Mass. But the service here is far more 
elaborate and better. And, one might add, 
the view of Boston is a real advantage, 
offering those disenchanted with their 


food some visual recompense. The place is - 


done in a mild nautical motif, reflecting 
the publisher’s love of boats, and is about 
four times the size of the Herald’s 
cafeteria. Two separate lines, one for 
sandwiches and breakfast, the other for

the three or four hot daily offérings, 
together provide a remarkable choice. 
Oddly, the prices here are much cheaper 
than at the Herald — and the food 
generally better. The tuna salad sandwich 
(85 cents) was good but dry, and the fries 


were superbly fried. The beef barley soup 


was a disappointment, however, and 
needed some mushrooms. The small 
tossed salads were intimidatingly dry, 
suffering from dessication of the cukes, 
and I opted for citrus fruit cocktail. The 
chicken stew ($1.15) drew rave reviews 
from my co-eaters, but I found it dull (I 
suppose I shouldn’t expect chicken Kiev) 
and too heavy on the carrots and potatoes. 
The stuffed cabbage ($1.15) was quite 
good — one enormous cabbage leaf filled 
with rice and ground meat and covered 
with a surprisingly decent tomato sauce. 
The mashed squash that accompanied it 
was sweet and fresh. 

There is no doubt that one of the 
reasons Daka Inc. makes more of an effort 
here than at the Herald is that Globe 
employees have few alternatives in the 
area. Restaurants are scarce, and so the 
Globe has made its cafeteria most livable. 
The trays are plastic, not cardboard. And 
their sweet pepper and pickle relish is a 
step above picalilly. ‘ 

’ Maybe that’s not much. But what did 
you expect, a maitre d’?

In your recent supplement on 
photography (Oct. 19), Costa Manos 
states “that 10 or 12 really strong 
photographs are much more powerful 
than three minutes of television.” Since 
much of the article was devoted to 
photojournalism, I feel that he is 
implying that television news images are 
less valid in communicating ideas than 
magazine or newspaper photo- 
journalism. 

Through my involvement in both still 
photography and moving picture 
photography (this term is used here to 
include electronic news images as well), 
I can appreciate the argument that 
several photographs can have a long- 
lasting impact. If nothing else, they are 
durable and can be held in the hand. 
But the fleeting images seen on the 
television screen must make an 
impression now. There is no possibility 
of turning back the page, no possibility 
of picking up the image and looking at it 
again in a week or two. Perhaps Manos 
sees this as a deficiency, but it is one of 
the parameters within which we must 
work. 

I am disappointed in the decline of 
magazine photojournalism. The work of 
many outstanding photographers graced 
the pages of Life and Look. Perhaps your 
paper could exhibit some of the more 
dynamic photos from Magnum and 
others from time to time. But television 
is not the sole contributing factor to the 
economic downfall of the photo mags. 
The “sour grapes” attitude expressed by 
many still photographers is a bit 
disheartening. The images we in 
television record are seen by millions. 
Although they cannot be held in the 
hand or tacked on a wall, they, like all 

images, are stored in the mind.

My 
first-time candidacy with no media . 
exposure and no established 
organization realized 6183 votes or 14.68 
percent of the voters. But the real story 
was the 8952 blanks representing the 
21.51 of the voters who would not 
support either extreme of Bulger or 
LeBlanc and did not know anything 
about me. 

In regard to specific precinct results, 
the story is also misleading. While 
LeBlanc’s 48 votes at Cathedral 
represents 24 percent of the 195 votes 
cast, it is less significant when the 179 
blanks are melded. Her “18 percent of 
the vote in the South End” includes only 
three precincts of the five in the district 
and whose aggregate vote is less than 
any of the 10 precincts in Ward 5. In 
Allston her 318 votes represents 15.77 
percent of those cast but only 10.59 
percent of those who voted. 

I hope this puts the contest in 
perspective for your readers.

The local angle

Publishing zoned editions tailored to 
each of several geographic locales within 
the Herald American’s circulation area 
will almost certainly be the next major 
step in the Hearst paper’s strategy to in- 
sure its own survival, according to know- 
ledgeable sources. 

On the record, Herald executives aren’t 
saying so — at least not yet. Herald pub- 
lisher Bob Bergenheim has only recently 
reached the point of saying publicly that 
zoned circulation is being “studied very 
carefully,” while one of his close asso- 
ciates adds, “‘We’re not going to show our 
hand too early because we understand the 
Globe is also looking into some kind of 
zoning .. . . But we’re moving in that di- 
rection.” 

Herald managing editor Bill Ken- 
os described by colleagues as “an ad- 


Kennedy: “an advocate” 
vocate”’ of zoned editions, was asked last 
week whether such a description was ac- 
curate. He replied in the affirmative, add- 
ing that his own background as deputy 
metropolitan editor and zone editor of the 
Philadelphia Bulletin “‘was one of the rea- 
sons I was hired in the first place.” 

The Bulletin currently publishes no 
fewer than six zoned editions — one each 
for the northwest, northeast and south- 
west sections of the City of Brotherly 
Love, plus a city edition, a New Jersey 
edition and a Delaware edition. The first 
five appear every day, while the last ap- 
pears only on Sunday. 

While we cannot venture an opinion 
from our vantage point here in the Hub on 
whether the Bulletin is a stronger editor- 
ial product because of its zoning break- 
down, it is a fact that the Bulletin has not 
registered any significant circulation or 
advertising lineage gains in recent years. 
On the contrary, according to Frank 
Leeming, assistant to the editor of the 
competing Philadelphia Inquirer, the 
Bulletin’s daily circulation has fallen by 
about 6000 in the last year and its Sun- 
day circulation has plummeted by nearly 
60,000 during the same period. At the 
same time, Inquirer has taken away 
great chunks of ad lineage”’ from the Bul- 
letin since abandoning its own daily 
zoned editions in 1973, Leeming said in a 
telephone interview. 

It should be noted, however, that the 

sort of head-to-head competition in the 
morning field to which Boston readers are 
accustomed does not exist in Philadel- 
phia. The /nquirer’s gains in recent years 
may, indeed, be largely attributable to its 
monopoly in the morning field, while the 
Bulletin’s losses are regarded by sources 
in Philadelphia as no worse than those ex- 
perienced by dozens of evening papers 
throughout the country. 

One Boston journalist who is familiar 
with the competitive situation in Phil- 
adelphia told the Phoenix that from an 
editorial standpoint “zoned editions are 
an insult to the readers’ intelligence” and 
a “phenomenon that primarily benefits 
advertisers.” The source in question add- 
ed: “Constant replating of pages, osten- 
sibly to increase the-local news coverage, 
frequently results in leaving out impor- 
tant stories .... Reporters are forced to 


do very insular, limited stories, like cov- 
ering school board meetings one by one 
while losing sight of the trends and pat- 
terns that affect the majority of readers.” 
A rather flagrant example — and one 
that the Herald’s Kennedy recalled when 
we referred to it last week — occurred a 
while back when Philadelphia Mayor 
Frank Rizzo flunked a lie detector test, 
administered to determine if he had told 
the truth about a political bribe attempt. 
That story, certainly a major one by al- 
most any standard, did not appear in the 
New Jersey edition of the Philadelphia 
Bulletin, although it is certainly reason- 
able to assume that southern New Jersey 
readers would have wanted to read it. 
Back in Boston, meanwhile, Kennedy 
indicated that the Herald’s eventual ap- 
proach to zoning may involve a good deal 
more than simply replating inside pages 
(as is already done with the Herald’s 
Cambridge-Somerville edition, a product 
Kennedy concedes is “weak” and “very 
much in need of improvement’). Said 
Kennedy: “Replating the front page [to 
increase zoned coverage of local news] 
should be an option for the editors.”

Which Reminds Me: the Herald’s 
executive art director, Richard Yeend, is 
justifiably (in our opinion) proud of the 
new design he masterminded, but several 
Herald sources tell us they wish he hadn’t 
given Editor and Publisher such a 
“blunt” and “indiscreet” appraisal of the 
paper’s old design. Somewhat immod- 
estly terming the Herald’s new look “a 
fantastic improvement,” Yeend told the 
weekly trade publication: “It [the Her- 
ald] was a real tacky newspaper from a 
visual point of view . . . . This was a clas- 
sic Hearst paper design-wise, and it had 
to be squared up and cleaned up.”

Tales from the Tube: among last week’s 
more persistent rumors was one that had 
Senator Ed Brooke meeting with CBS 
Television executives in New York to dis- 
cuss the possibility of becoming an an- 
chorman. However, Brooke’s press secre- 
tary, Hap Ellis, flatly denied the rumor, 
terming it “absolutely absurd,” and add- 
ed that he is convinced Brooke will run for 
re-election .... By the time you read 
this, Channel 5 anchorman Jack Hynes 
will be at home on Cape Cod, recuperat- 
ing from surgery for a hernia. He is ex- 
pected to be back on the air early next 
month .... If the Globe chooses its new 
first-string TV critic from among in-house 
candidates, the leading contender to suc- 
ceed the retired Percy Shain now ap- 
pears to be Jack Craig, whose

Organized crime paid Eddie Vaughan $500 a month — 
but it turned out to be a bad investment

It was early afternoon at a Cambridge 
parking lot in mid-February of 1973. 
Among the cars parked outside the Home- 
stead Motor Inn at the junction of the 
Fresh Pond and Alewife Brook Parkways 
was an_Oldsmobile 98 in which Michael 
Pellicci, a well-dressed, grandfatherly- 
looking man in his mid-50s, waited. Pel- 
licci was looking for help from a police- 
man, help with a business problem. He 
was not, however, about to flag down the 
first passing cop. He awaited then-Sgt. 
Edward Vaughan of the Watertown Po- 
lice, a 12-year veteran of the force who 
had met him here before. Vaughan had 
recently become head of the vice squad, 
the unit with jurisdiction over liquor- 
license, gambling and loansharking in- 
vestigations in the blue-collar commun- 
ity of 40,000 a short drive down Route 16 
from the Homestead. Vaughan had ap- 
proached his new job aggressively. Ar- 
rests, especially of bookmakers, had 
climbed during his eight-month tenure. 

Pellicci had more than a passing inter- 
est in such arrests, he had a monetary 
one. As the newly named lieutenant of the 
New England organized crime family for 
the Watertown area, he was expected to 
bring in a steady stream of the gambling 
receipts and loanshark interest payments 
on which organized crime depends. He 
much preferred that Sgt. Vaughan take a

different attitude toward his job and to- 
day was prepared to give him an incen- 
tive to do so. 

The vice squad sergeant arrived at the 
wheel of an unmarked police car, a ma- 
roon Chevrolet. As he prepared to walk in- 
to the motel lounge he saw Pellicci mo- 


‘tion him toward the Oldsmobile. Once in- 


side, Vaughan appeared nervous, his fin- 
gers fumbling in his pockets. Pellicci, too, 
seemed nervous, a band of sweat glisten- 
ing above his lip. Vaughan had expected 
the two would go in for a drink, but Pel- 
licci begged off. Instead, he abruptly 
reached into his pocket and pulled out 
$500. “Here,” he said, handing the money 
to Vaughan. “This is your first pay- 
ment.” 

To Michael Pellicci, the transaction 
represented what he was confident was 
the culmination of a sensitive, four-month 
job: corrupting and neutralizing Edward 
Vaughan. Much later, federal investiga- 
tors would say that Pellicci believed that 
in Vaughan he had bought protection for 
the bookmaking and loansharking opera- 
tions he’d recently taken control of in 
Watertown. His payments to Vaughan, 
they would say, represented a fairly cheap 
insurance policy on a bookmaking busi- 
ness with receipts of nearly $2 million a 
year and a loan business that charged 
rates ranging from 250 to 416 percent an- 
nually on amounts from $500 to $100,000.

In addition, the buying of Edward 
Vaughan, investigators would come to be- 
lieve, was something he could point to 
with pride during regular meetings with 
higher-ups in organized crime, a bargain 
that would help ensconce him in his new 
position as the Mafia lieutenant in charge 
of Watertown, Newton and Waltham, 
where he lived. 

But for Edward Vaughan, whose fin- 
gers that February afternoon were fum- 
bling for a switch that would turn on the 
tape recorder strapped over his shoul- 
ders, the $500 payoff meant something 


_ quite different. It was a crucial step in a 


plan he’d long held, a tense, key moment 


in a year in which he lived two lives. In- 


one, he was an ostensibly corrupt cop 
meeting as often as three times a week 
with Michael Pellicci, accepting at least 
$500 a month in bribes — $6800 total — as 
well as two cars, a television set, large 
amounts of liquor and food and even 
storm windows on his house and a gun for 
his police work. But in the other — known 
only to a handful of his colleagues and his 
wife — he was a Mafia infiltrator, meet- 
ing three times a week with the FBI and 
feeding the Justice Department informa- 
tion that would lead to the wiretapping, 
arrest and conviction of Michael Pellicci 
on gambling and loansharking charges, 
conviction of Pellicci’s wife for loan- 
sharking, and prison terms for six other

organized crime figures. Spinoffs from 
Vaughan’s year undercover continue to 
provide leads for federal investigators, in- 
cluding evidence now before a grand jury. 
' Justice Department officials term 
Vaughan’s investigation among the most 
fruitful ever undertaken involving New 
England organized crime. It was also 
among the most dramatic. “It took us 
right down to the North End to the main 
office of the number one guy,” says one 
FBI agent, referring to the fact that Mi- 
chael Pellicci’s 1974 arrest came as he left 
the office in Boston’s North End of Gen- 
naro “Gerry” Angiulo, reputed New Eng- 
land Mafia underboss. Both Angiulo and 
his brother Danny were named as unin- 
dicted co-conspirators in the Pellicci case. 

The final disposition of charges against 
Pellicci — he pleaded guilty to loan- 


sharking charges this past September —. 


has left Edward Vaughan free to discuss 
the details of what he will, in all likeli- 
hood, remember as the most dramatic 
year of his life. His story provides unpar- 
alleled glimpses into both the way organ- 
ized crime operates and prospers and in- 
to the approach it takes to corrupt a po- 
liceman.

Eddie Vaughan, now 41 and a police 
lieutenant, looks the part he played. A 
Watertown native, ex-Marine and one- 
time ironworker, he has an imposing, foot- 
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ball player’s frame, steel-blue eyes and 
graying sideburns. He stands out in the 
musty Watertown police station on Cross 
Street, a station with the dreary air of one 
in an aging, small industrial town, which, 
in thé*case of Watertown, is famed more 
for a now-defunct Army arsenal and large 
Armenian population than a Serpico-style 
police force. Given to stylish, three-piece 
suits, Vaughan looks as if he’s stepped off 
a Kojak set. A group photograph of Gerry 
Angiulo and his five brothers posted on 
Vaughan’s office calendar only adds to 
the stage-set atmosphere. 


In interviews in his office, as well as in 


the modest, tract-type Watertown home 
where he lives with his wife and six chil- 
dren, Vaughan reconstructed the events 
and conversations of his dealings with the 
Mafia. He told the story animatedly, spic- 
ing his anecdotes with gruff, Godfather- 
like inflections when playing Pellicci’s 
part. His are far from the abbreviated; 
military-style summaries of the average 
police report. But then, his is not the av- 
erage police report. 

_It began in October, 1972. Vaughan had 
heen head of the Watertown vice squad 
since June and, under instructions from 
recently named police chief Joseph 
Kelley, had been trying to discover who 
the local kingpins of gambling and loan- 
sharking were and whom they were linked 
to. He was finding the job frustrating. 

“We were putting a lot of pressure on 
bookmakers in town,” he recalls. “But for 
every bookie you knocked off the street, 
there were 10 guys waiting to take his 
place.” 

Vaughan’s frustration had been long- 
standing. He had become convinced that 
gambling and loansharking had gone on 
with knowledge. and approval of police 
and politicians in Watertown. 

“T’d been aware of stuff going on in 
town for years,” he says. “There was ob- 
vious illegal bookmaking. We had people 
beaten that were in debt to loansharks — 


and had his fingers smashed on a tomb- 
stone. And as far as I was concerned, the 
cases weren’t being pushed or thoroughly 
investigated.” Vaughan was similarly 
cynical about the outcome of the gam- 
bling arrests he was making. “Even when 
you got guys to court,” he says, “there 
were bookies who’d show up with a state 
rep as their lawyer and the judge would 
owe his job to the rep. It was wicked. With 
some judges, you could bring in the big- 
gest bookmaker in the world and he’d be 
fined. $50.” 

As he continued fighting skirmishes but 
losing the war against local rackets, an 
idea that had simmered in Vaughan’s

mind for some six years occurred to him 
again. “I had thought for years,” he says, 
“that the only way I could really find out 
what’s going on would be if somebody of- 
fered me money and I took it, went to the 
right authorities and worked a case.” 


The opportunity 

The opportunity was not long in arriv- 
ing. On a Sunday morning in early No- 
vember, Vaughan was working as a pri- 
vate paid detail, something. he often did 
to earn overtime money. The previous 
night, fire had hit the Bemis Cafe on 
Pleasant Street, not far from the banks of 
the Charles. The owners of the bar had 
called police to hire someone to guard 
against vandals. Vaughan was dis- 
patched. He was standing by the burned- 
out bar when Michael Pellicci ap- 
proached him for the first time. Although 
they had never met before, Pellicci spoke 
as if they were old friends. 


“Hi, Eddie, how ya doin’?” asked Pel- 
licci, who went on to discuss the fire. 
Vaughan recognized Pellicci from de- 
scriptions he’d heard. He knew him by 
reputation and some police intelligence as 
a one-time local used-car salesman and 
president of the local Italian-American 
Club. Pellicci had come from New. York 
state, became the mob’s No. 2 man in 
Watertown in the mid-sixties and was 
then thought to be the top candidate to 
succeed to leadership of the Watertown 
rackets following the recent slaying of the 
former local kingpin. Not that Pellicci 
had a mobster’s dossier — he had, in fact, 
never been arrested. Vaughan, knowing 
all this, was cordial, and after a few mo- 
ments Pellicci asked whether he’d had 
lunch. 

“T’ll just go home and pick up a sand- 
wich,” Vaughan told him. 

“Don’t bother,” replied Pellicci. “My 
wife just made some sausage and meat-. 
balls. I'll bring them over. What time do 
you want to eat?” 

“About one o'clock,” said Vaughan. 
“But don’t bother.” 

Pellicci bothered. He returned at one 
with the meatballs, a beer and a bottle of 
Greek Cambas brandy, and volunteered 
‘to watch the tavern while Vaughan ate 
lunch. - 

Vaughan, who had heard that Pellicci 
had recently offered a bottle of brandy to 
another cop he mistook for Vaughan, ac- 
cepted the lunch and liquor. “I felt right 
away,” he says, “that he was making 
overtures to me. So I played his game.” 
The next day, he took the brandy to the 
police station, locked it in a safe and told 
Police Chief Kelley what happened. “I 
think the guy is going to try to get to me,” 
said Vaughan. 

So began a slow, feeling-out process 
that would last for months. Both Vaughan 
and Pellicci approached matters cau- 
tiously. “I had to let him believe I was 
scared of doing anything with him,” says 
Vaughan now. “I couldn’t jump in too 
quickly. I had a reputation as a straight 
cop, someone who wouldn’t bag cases. I 
couldn’t change overnight.” 

Nor was Pellicci rushing in waving 
cash. The first $500 payment to Vaughan 
did not come until nearly four months af- 
ter the two first met, It was preceded by

It was all very private, but sources 
who were present report that during the 
session, the governor delivered a pep 
talk of sorts. “He told us,” says one 
source, “that ‘Beginning in January you 
will have to bow your backs and upgrade 
your commitment because I [the 
Governor] will be spending less time at 
the State House running things and 
more time on the campaign trail running 
for re-election.’ ” 

The governor also revealed that he 
will appoint a campaign chief in 
January to coordinate the preliminary 
re-election effort outside the official 
staff. Dukakis did not reveal who his 
campaign chief might be. His office also 
failed to make note of the plans to the 
press or public. 

Meanwhile, challengers were testing 
the political waters. Perhaps the most 
fearsome potential opponent, one-time 
state Attorney General and federal jack- 
of-all-trades Elliott Richardson, is 
reportedly contacting key Republican 
leaders to solicit their support for arun 
for the State House. 

Richardson, presently the lame duck 
US Commerce Secretary, would still like 
to be president someday — and, with 
Jimmy Carter in the White House, could

effectively use Dukakis’s job as a power 
base. He really doesn’t have many 
alternatives. 

But another GOP source close to 
Richardsen doubts that he will 
challenge Dukakis. This source says 
Richardson has informed intimates that 
he is more inclined to take a temporary 
post in academia or the business 
community to prepare for a run for the 
White House. This source quoted 
Richardson as saying he was keeping | 
alive the possibility of running for

Sister, can you 
spare a dime? 


A bank is a bank is a bank, to 
paraphrase Gertrude Stein. But a 
variation on the basic scheme may soon 
appear in Boston if the Massachusetts 
Board of Bank Incorporation approves a 
brief filed for a new bank on November 
29. The First Women’s Bank and Trust 
Company of Boston may then be 
chartered. The group behind this 
venture contends that the existing 
banks discriminate against women by 
often refusing to extend credit and 
loans. “The argument they make about 
the banks is true,” says an official in 
state Banking Commissioner Carol 
Greenwald’s office. Usually, notes the 
official, when a new bank is being 
considered or a branch office of a small 
bank is proposed, the large commercial 
banks oppose it. This time may be an 
exception. The banking official says, 
“They don’t want to be branded male 
chauvinist pigs.” 

The proposed president and vice 
president of the First Women’s Bank are 
both now officials with the Shawmut 
Bank. Mabel E. Hamilton, the proposed 
president, is an executive personal 
banker, and Burton L. Doble, the 
tentative veep, is a veep at the 
Shawmut. Others behind the bank are 


Ruth Batson, former executive director, 


of the state Commission Against 
Discrimination (who ought to know 
about the banks’ discriminatory 
practices); Howard Davis, the general 


manager of the Harvard Coop; Peter Gil, 
associate dean of the Sloan ~ 
Management School at MIT; Salvatore 
Macera, a vice president at Itek . 
Corporation, and A. Raymond Tye, 
president of United Liquors. Female 
politicos in the group include Florence 
Rubin of the League of Women Voters, 


- and Danielle de Benedictis, who failed 


in her recent bid to unseat Congressman 
James Burke. 
The First Women’s is counting on 


_ supporters of the women’s movement as 


its principal base of depositors and 


~ clients. In its brief, the First Women’s 


states: “Many individual and corporate 


clients, including many people who live 


or work outside the primary service area, 
will use the bank in order to express 
their support for the women’s 
movement, for expanding opportunities 


_ for women, and for other symbolic 


reasons.”’ But the bank must have more 
than symbolic success if it is to stay 
solvent. The Banks Department official 
said that its intention to float a general 
stock issue is “a most extraordinary way 
to raise funds — it’s risky.”” The First 
Women’s ability to prove that it can 
raise sufficient funds is the main 
concern of the Board of Bank 
Ineorporation. If it can convince the 
board, it may soon be in business at 10 
High Street. The Banks Department 
official says, “I think they might even 
have male tellers.” 

A similar enterprise, the First 
Women’s Bank and Trust Company of 
New York, is being sued for allegedly 
discriminating against women in its 
hiring and promotion practices. 


Grad tax— 
a new loophole? 


Now, in the aftermath of the voters’ 
rejection of a proposed constitutional 
amendment to authorize a graduated 
income tax, comes state Rep. John 
Businger (D-Brookline), who suggests 
that such a tax may not be prohibited by 
the state constitution after all. 

The constitution does prohibit the 
taxing of property at a variable rate and 
until 1971, at least, the income tax was 
considered a type of tax on property 
since, in earlier times, income was 
generally derived from property. 

But, says Businger, a tax law passed 
in 1971 and subsequent Supreme 
Judicial Court and Appellate Tax Board 
opinions have raised questions about the 
nature of the income tax. His contention 
is lent some credence by the prestigious 
Massachusetts Law Quarterly which, in 


- a teview of those decisions, wrote that 


“although the court had often 
determined that the Massachusetts 
income tax was really a property tax, the 
court now decides that nothing .. . 
requires such a determination.” 

The issue obviously is highly 
‘provocative, but the point is that if 
Businger is correct, there is nothing to 
stop the legislature from imposing a 
graduated income tax — which, 
incidentally, may be the only 
alternative to a broadened and 
increased sales tax as a means of bailing

out cities like Boston if the warnings of 
imminent bankruptcy prove accurate. 

To force the issue, Businger has filed a 
bill to graduate the state income tax 
levy. His legislation, identical to a bill 
that died at the hand of House Speaker 
Tom McGee of Lynn during the recently 
ended 1976 session, would increase taxes 
on incomes above $22,000 and give

commensurate relief to incomes below 
that level. 

The Businger bill will be considered 
during the 1977 session. The beauty of it 
is obvious: if the legislature chooses, it 
could approve the Businger bill and 


challenge grad tax opponents to take it 


to court. It was the legislature, you will 
remember, which put the proposed 
amendment allowing a grad tax on the 
ballot in the first place. 

“There is nothing prohibiting passing 
this bill,” says Businger. “If it’s 
unconstitutional, what’s lost?” 

He has a point. The Businger bill will 


also test the legislature’s commitment to 


a concept it has ostensibly espoused for 
years. Was that commitment real or just 
a lot of political posturing?

Politics delays 


MassArt move 


The -battered-about plans to relocate 
the Massachusetts College of Art from 
cramped quarters on Longwood Avenue 
in Boston may have hit another snag. It 
seemed that the college had at last 
settled on a site in the Charlestown 
Navy Yard as part of an overall 
development plan that will cost a 
projected $200 million. Still, there are 
dfehards in the State House who have 
hopes that the college will become part 
of the UMass campus at Columbia. 
Point. 

Recently, the college requested some 
$550,000 in new funds to be added to the 
$300,000 remaining from last year’s © 
appropriation to develop plans for the 


Charlestown location. Some infighting 


occurred and John J. Finnegan, 
Chairman of the House Ways and 
Means Committee, managed to slash 
the budget request to $225, 000 in new 
funding, which is roughly half of what 


was requested. Furthermore, in order to" 


let the bill pass at all, Finnegan 
managed to amend the bill to state that 
the Charlestown site, as well as others, 
will be studied. Observers have 
concluded that this means that there is 
still a movement’ to have the Mass. 
College of Art at Columbia Point. 


This is hardly the first time that the | 


college has seen their plans in jeopardy. 
Their previous efforts to relocate in 
Newton and Dover proved fruitless. 

While the college has had difficulty in 
the past, its president, Jack Nolan, is 
confident that as early as two years from 
now they will begin limited occupancy 
in Charlestown. Currently the college 
serves 2000 students with an operating 
budget of $2.3 million. It is projected 
that it will cost some $12.15 million to 
develop the Charlestown site as a 
permanent location for the college. 

Solidly behind the Charlestown Navy 
Yard development are Lt. Gov. O’Neill 
and his father, Congressman Tip. The 
project thus has solid support, but the 
record shows that there have frequently 
been obstacles in such vast 
redevelopment projects. The final plans 
call for new business establishments and 
condominiums as well as the Mass. 
College of Art. 

“We are very pleased with the plans 
for the Charlestown site,” said President 
Jack Nolan, “‘and confident that it will 
come about even though we have a long 
history of disappointments. This is a 
perfect location for us as it is very close 
to the core city, which will be convenient 
for students who will be commuting. I 
am aware that there are those who are 
interested in the UMass site, especially 
its president, Robert Wood, but I do not 
support those plans. We are better off as 
a completely independent operation. 
After all, the Mass. College of Art is a 
professional school and not a liberal arts 
operation. We train individuals to go out 
and work as designers, craftspersons and 
teachers and this doesn’t necessarily 
relate to what UMass does.”

From newsrooms to barrooms 


Jack Kelly at Channel 7: “I don't see any conflict.”

You remember Jack Kelly, Channel 7’s 
investigative reporter. It was Kelly, re- 
call, who last fall broke the controversial 
story of Kevin White’s $10,000-a-plate 
fundraising breakfast at the Ritz. It was 
Kelly who later got kicked out of one of 
the mayor’s press conferences and, not 
one to take such things lying down, re- 
sponded by bringing suit against White. 
And it was Kelly who — to stretch your 
memory back four years to his Channel 4 
days — once broadcast a series alleging all 
sorts of corruption in the way the Boston 
Licensing Board dispenses liquor li- 
censes. 

Now meet the other Jack Kelly, advo- 
cate, part-time promoter and publicist, 
defender of the liquor industry’s little 
guys — in short, organizer-in-chief of the 
brand new Waterfront Restaurant Own- 
ers’ Association. 

“Liquor licensees are kinda treated like 
second-class citizens,” says Jack Kelly. 
“It’s just not fair. A lot of them are fine, 
upstanding citizens. 

“The traditional liquor license guy has 
a lot of things to do,” continued Kelly last 
week as he relaxed in a lounge at the RKO 
General Building Government Center, 
where the Channel 7 studios are housed. 
“Often he’s in at 9:30 in the morning to 
count the receipts from the night before, 
to place orders, stuff like that, and then 
he works late. So when someone says, ‘Get 
involved with the community,’ he just 
can’t do it.” 

But Kelly, a 32-year-old South End 
resident, appears to have both the time 
and the inclination to fill the community 
relations void, at least for the Waterfront 
bar owners, a much-beleaguered group 
given all the neighborhood criticism 
about parking and noise problems asso- 
ciated with their establishments. Ever 
since he worked on that 1972 series on the 
Licensing Board, Kelly explained, he’s 
been aware of the problems encountered 
by liquor licensees and has thought about 
organizing a group to represent them. He 
even tried at one point to reactivate a de- 
funct statewide liquor industry group, but 
that attempt went by the boards, he said, 
when “most people thought it was a ve- 
hicle for Henry Vara,” the owner of two 
highly controversial Bay Village bars. 

“I spend a lot of time in bars, even 
though I don’t drink, because that’s where 
you get stories,” Kelly explained further. 
In particular, he said, he frequents two 
bars in the general Waterfront area, Vin- 
cent’s on Commercial Street and Clarke’s 
on Merchant’s Row. “I spend most of my 
time down there [the Waterfront],”’ said 


Kelly. “Any night of the week, if you 
wanted to find me, you could reach me at 
Clarke’s or Vincent’s.” 

His long-time interest in the fortunes of 
the Waterfront bar owners notwithstand- 
ing, Kelly didn’t begin serious efforts at 
putting together his much-contemplated 
liquor licensees group until roughly three 
weeks ago. He now numbers four estab- 
lishments as solid association members 
(among them both Clarke’s and Vin- 
cent’s) and says he has talked to several 
others. 

“It’s a slow process. There’s some con- 
cern [among bar owners] about my rela- 
tionship with the mayor. Some of them 
are worried whether the mayor may come 
down on them because he doesn’t like 
me.” (In addition, he has to pry the name 
of his new association “diplomatically” 
away from what he calls a now mostly de- 
funct Waterfront group of the same 
name.) 


But while Kelly appears genuinely con- 
cerned that his reputation as a journal- 
istic antagonist of City Hall might dam- 
age his chances of assembling the liquor 
licensee group, he said he isn’t all that 
worried that his work as an organizer 
might interfere with his journalistic en- 
deavors. Asked if he saw any possible con- 
flict between his community relations 
work and his job as a reporter, Kelly at 
first replied quite emphatically that he 
did not. “I’ve given a lot of thought to 
that,” he said. “I don’t see any conflict. 
Basically if I’m ever confronted with a 
situation that might have something to do 
with a liquor license on the Waterfront, 
I'd say to my boss it’s not a good idea. 

“I consider myself an advocacy journal- 
ist anyway,” he continued. “‘You can’t not 
be involved because you’re a reporter. I 
see organizing the Waterfront association 
as similar to being on the Allston-Brigh- 
ton APAC board [a position Kelly once 
held when he was a resident of that neigh- 
borhood]. It’s attempting to solve a prob- 
lem .... Basically it’s a community 
involvement thing. I’m not looking to 
make any money on it. Perhaps if it be- 
came a real time-consuming job, I’d think 
of getting some salary.” 

At another point in the interview, 
though, Kelly appeared to change his 
position somewhat on a critical point. “If 
something came my way out of the Water- 


front that was of a corruptive nature,” he | 


stated, “I wouldn’t hesitate for two sec- 

onds to do a story.” 
We said this seemed to conflict with 
what he’d said earlier about passing up

vs. nuclear war 


The Berrigans persist in resisting

YORK, Pa — Philip Berrigan stood 
outside the Deep Run School, a few miles 
from York in southeastern Pennsylvania. 
The lines on his face were deeper than I 
remembered from the last time I saw him, 
when he was released from Danbury Fed- 
eral Penitentiary in 1972. His hair was 
whiter, now almost pure white. He was 
telling me about a conversation he had 
with a younger man outside the Penta- 
gon not long ago. The youth was carrying 
a large placard calling on the government 
to stop production of the Trident subma- 
rine, a weapons system that costs a bill- 
ion dollars apiece and bids fair to send the 
arms race into another round of overkill 
stockpiling. 

“Do you really think you’re going-to be 
able to stop that thing?” Phil had asked 
him. 

“Yeah, I think so,” was the reply. 

Phil shook his head at the indomitable 
illusions of the new generation. “It’s too 
late to stop that thing,” he said to me, 
and looked off toward the horizon. “The 
important thing now is not to think we 
can be effective when we can’t, but to be 
faithful in any case.” 

‘We were standing on the brow of a low 
hill. A cold breeze swept east from under 


the late afternoon sun, spilling across the: 


slope to set in motion the trees beyond the 
farmhouses to the north. Phil noticed the 
wind but seemed unaffected by it; the old 
green coat over his mustard colored 
sweater was open where mine was but- 
toned tight. A navy blue stocking cap 
covered his head but not his ears, and I 
noticed that there were paint stains on it, 
and on the palms of his hands as well. 
For Phil Berrigan and his wife, Eliza- 
beth McAllister, staying faithful in the 
apparent absence of effectiveness has 
been their major preoccupation during 


' the last three years, since they went pub- 


lic in the spring of 1973 with their mar- 
riage and were promptly excommunicat- 
ed by the Roman Catholic Church. And 
working at it has meant many things: liv- 
ing in a slum neighborhood in Baltimore, 
painting houses for a living, changing di- 
apers, stuggling to keep a community to- 
gether, and not incidentally, going to jail 
eight times in those three years. 

On this particular weekend in early No- 
vember, though, it meant gathering with 
60 other people at Deep Run Farm, an ac- 
tivist community built around the lively 
and forceful personality of Anne Shum- 
way, a militant mother of five whose 
acreage had now been converted into a 
land trust. Between anti-war demon- 
strations, Anne had helped found Deep 
Run School as an alternative to the short- 
comings of York’s public system. The 
school has been going strong for four 
years, and was to serve as the meeting 
room for this gathering of the Atlantic 
Life Community. 

The community, or ALC as we soon 
came to refer to it, is a loose association of 
people in the northeast who are involved 
with community and protest in their 
home localities and connected with Phil 
and Liz by jail experience, admiration or 
tutelage. ALC was created during a simi- 
lar gathering in Connecticut last spring, 
on the model of a similar but older group, 
the Pacific Life Community on the west 
coast. 

Member communities of ALC vary 
widely in their composition and focus. Jo- 
nah House, where Phil and Liz live, is 
probably the one most centered on direct 
action and civil disobedience, with the 
threat of nuclear weapons as their main 
target. 

“The question this gathering puts be- 
fore us,” Liz stated, “is whether ALC 
is a vain hope or one to which we will 
make a commitment to realize. I have 
been asked to submit this as the main — 
penne the only — question of the week- 
end. 

“We are called,” she went on, “to 
create new events, open new possibilities, 
in the spirit of the older ones. To break in- 
to this world, as Christ broke into the 
temple, in nonviolent rampage against 
those who rattle the missile keys and lev- 
el the megaton guns — to free us all of 
their stranglehold. Such events are hard- 


ly created by isolated individuals. They 


come, if at all, from a community. pro- 
cess.”” 

This was a heady and well-presented 
vision, and summed up what Phil, Liz 
and the Jonah House community have 
been about: it explained why they had 
dug graves on the White House lawn, 
planted gardens in the grass outside the 
Pentagon, poured blood on files in the 
Pentagon and dumped ashes on its steps, 
for all of which some or all of them have 
gone to jail for terms of a few hours to up 
to a month. 

As soon as the discussion began, it was 
evident that this vision, while respected 
by everyone present, was not shared ex- 
actly by any of the others. There 
was no argument, nothing like the sectar- 
ian tantrums I sat through so often in the 
60s. But again and again people spoke 
quietly of how different people have dif- 
ferent sets of priorities and intended to 
pursue them as best they know how, co- 
operating with others and supporting 
them as ways opened and the spirit 
moved, but without feeling obliged to opt 
for anyone else’s version because of guilt 
or seeming greater willingness to suffer. 

Smaller group discussions continued for 
the rest of the evening and most of the 
next day. I sat in with a group that in- 
cluded Phil, and listened while he pres- 
sed steadily for this perspective, insisting 
quietly in his turn that communal action 
against the arms race was probably the 
only authentic protest happening in the 
country, and that “‘We will reach people 
in so far as we’re willing to suffer. There’s 
almost that equation.” 


When the discussion group broke up an. 


hour or so before supper, I followed Phil 
outside again and questioned him closely 
about his outlook and the implications he 
seemed to want us to draw from it. How 
can you make such clear distinctions 
among pedple’s priorities? What do you 
do, especially if you have to start from 
feeling burned out? What about resis- 
tance to all the other ways the oppression 
of the system affects us right now? How 
do you keep going with the work as you 
outlined it? And what about the other 
things in life besides protest — what 
about family, and art? My questions 
stumbled over themselves in their rush to 
get out in the open. 

Phil listened closely, pulling « on a cig- 
arette and picking at the paint on his 
hand. And his answers, in this solitary 
confrontation, were somewhat more qual- 
ified than they had been inside. “Even 
though it might appear from time to time 
that people are acting more committed 
and lobbying for their cause, that’s not 
the case at all,” he replied. “It’s just that 
it’s out there — the nuclear realities are 
out there — and we feel that people have 
to face them and relate to them. The trag- 
edy is not that people have different pri- 
orities, but that they don’t make connec- 
tions between their priorities and what, 
for them, should be a greater priority.” 


I pressed him further about that. How 
does he avoid self-righteousness in that 
stance? How can he judge what someone 
else’s personal and political agenda ought 
to be? I resisted quoting Jesus’s advice, 
“Judge not, that you be not judged.” 


With some reluctance he admitted that 


_ “on the practical level, everybody has 


their own set of needs, and follows their 
own pace in deciding how to meet them.” 
He reflected briefly on the burning out of 
so many among my generation. “Well, my 
own generation is no better. We have no 
claim to distinction. It took me a couple of 
decades to. wake up myself.” 


Their community life involves sharing 
of income from their painting work, rota- 
tion of housekeeping and child care 
chores, and three meetings per week, one 
a worship-Bible study session which a dif- 
ferent person each week comes prepared 
to lead, and which ends with a Eucharist. 

This sounded pretty monastic to me, 
and that’s no surprise. Phil and Liz both 
had at least two decades of experience 
apiece in religious community life before 
Jonah House began. “It’s more the Igna- 
tian kind of spirituality, that of contem- 
plation in action,” Phil said, “though Dan 
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could speak more authoritative- 
ly about that.” Dan is a Jesuit 
priest, and the Society of Jesus, 
one of Catholicism’s most dis- 
tinguished and influential 
orders, was founded by Ignatius 
of Loyola. 

“During the week,” Phil con- 
tinued, “each of us is respon- 
sible for our own prayer, reflec- 
tion and meditation. I think we 
pretty well keep up with that, 
because we’re intelligent enough 
to realize that that’s the heart of 
the matter: without grace and 
without rootedness in the tradi- 
tion, we’re sunk.” 

We wandered back into the 
school to find Phil’s children, 
two-year-old Frieda and one- 
year-old Jerome, playing with 
blocks on the floor. There were 
several other children here and I 
had been watching them all. The 
young Berrigans stood out 
among them, at least for me, by 
their air of self-assurance and se- 
curity in the face of parents who 
spent practically all the time in 
these long talky meetings. Frieda 
had dark blonde, straight cut 
hair and often wandered around 
pulling on the nipple of a bottle 
of milk in her mouth. Jerome 
was rounder, with the plump- 
ness of early toddlerhood, had 
curly hair and sported a black 
eye from some earlier, now for-. 
gotten mishap. 

Liz came up to change 
Frieda’s diaper and I was glad to 
have them all together. How 
easily, I wanted to know, was a 
transition from the celibate 
nun’s and priest’s life into a 
family made, especially under 
the circumstances of Jonah 
House, and not to mention the 
age of the parents (Phil became a 
father after he was 50; he is 53 
now). 

Now Phil smiled broadly, with 
the particular sparkle in his eyes 
that only parents have. “That 
transition has been very, very 
easy,” he said, “for a variety of 
reasons. For one thing, Liz is a 
good Christian, a good mother 
and a good activist. She has been 
great. Also, people have educa- 
ted us in raising kids in other 


than a nuclear fashion.” He ges-” 


tured with one rough hand. 
“Look, we might have given 
them flesh and bone, but they’re 
not our property. You’ll see other 
people from our community 
taking care of them very 
naturally here, because they do 
it at home too.” 

Phil and Liz have already 
made preparations for the care of 
their kids if they should be 
threatened again with’ long 
felony prison terms. Phil’s 
brother Jerome, a college pro- 
fessor in upstate New York, 
would be made their guardian. 
“But that doesn’t seem likely to 
happen very soon,” Phil said. 
“Maybe if people begin to wake 
up and act against this nuclear 
thing it will be more likely.” 

Frieda had crawled into her 
mother’s lap as she spoke, and 
was sprawled there with her 
bottle lolling in her mouth. Liz 
spoke to her, asked her a series of 
coaxing questions, a series with 
which she was, at less than 
three-years-old, nonchalantly 
familiar. ““Why was Daddy in 
jail, Frieda? Why’d he have to 
go?” 

“Don’t want bombs,” Frieda 
murmured. 

“What’s wrong with bombs, 
Frieda? What’s wrong?” 

Frieda is not terribly interes- 
ted in the conversation; the an- 
swer must be terribly obvious. 
“They get people,” she answered 
at length. 

“And what’s the place where 
they make all the bombs,” per- 
sisted her mother, bouncing her 
a little on her knee. ‘“‘What’s it 
called?” 

Frieda wanted to end the in- 
terrogation. ‘‘Pen-na-gon,” she 
said, squirming and pulling de- 
terminedly on her bottle. 

Liz looked up at me, smiling 


‘again. “You can see,” she said, 


“that she’s got the basic ele- 
ments of the rap down.” ©)

$3.25 an hour. A prostitute can spend half 
an heur and make much more than that.” 

Greerteshields got into the hooker busi- 
ness after a-boss helped her set up a refer- 
ral service. “I had some exposure to the 
trade before. I had a roommate who was 
making lots of money and always laughed 
at me for giving it away,” she said. “Then 
I got married. My friend would come 

- through on her way back from Hawaii or 
Florida; each time I had just had another 
child. My husband was just a pimp — he 
gambled away every penny I slaved for on 
a straight job. I’m sure he would have 
“spent it just.as easily if I had been hust- 

~ ding for it. After I got divorced, I took up 
my friend’s advice and got into the busi- 
ness.” 

Donna Zeisberg, another member of 
PUMA, is 24; although she shares Greene- 
shields’s opinion that prostitution allows 
a woman to be free, she became a pros- 
titute for somewhat different reasons. ‘I 
was rejecting my middle-class back- 
ground, I wanted to find out how real 
people live. I was in college and my fa- 
ther was paying my tuition, but I didn’t 
have any spending money. I started by 
having a few sugar daddies around Bos- 
ton. I had a coke dealer and a restaurant 
owner. Then I spent a rainy season in 
California in sandals, working as a wait- 
ress for $1.25 an hour. So I started work- 
ing in a massage parlor.” 

Zeisberg could be a student on any col- 
lege campus. She was dressed in black 
pants and a smock-style black blouse 
decorated with small colored flowers. Her 
fingernails were painted in the slightly- 
out-of-style deep purple polish, and she 
wears her hair long and stringy. At first 
glance she looks plain, but her face has a 
refreshing, scrubbed appearance. She

Zeisberg is more idealistic about prosti- 
tution than Greeneshields, minimizing 
the dangers of being a streetwalker be- 
cause she has never known them. Neither 
woman has ever worked the streets; both 
have had little contact with the Combat 
Zone and have had relatively protected 
experiences, as have most of the mem- 
bers of PUMA. To Greeneshields and 
Zeisberg there is nothing wrong with 
prostitution — it’s a job like any other. 
They are not ashamed of being hookers 
and resent the hypocrisy of a society that 
tolerates the woman who marries for 
money but persecutes the woman who 
simply has sex for money. 


prostitution may be radically different 
from that of a streetwalker. ‘‘Until I went 
to the Coyote convention in Washington, 
D.C., I looked down on streetwalkers; I 
had no tolerance or sympathy for them. 
But we invited a group of streetwalkers to 
the convention and listened to their 
stories. It was a tremendous experience to

what Pellicci may have believed 
was a sure-fire testing period. 
He built slowly toward the 
cash payoff with a series of 
small rewards bestowed upon 
Vaughan for various services ren- 
dered. Notwithstanding that the 
vice squad sergeant was willing 
to “play the game,” Vaughan, in 
retrospect, believes Pellicci 
would ‘never have made ap- 
proaches had he not greatly 
feared potential rivals who had 
once ranked higher than he 
under the slain former local boss, 
and had Pellicci not wanted a 
trophy that would impress the 
Angiulos. Says Vaughan: “His 
greed to take over this area and 
look good to the man downtown 
overruled his caution.” 


The crackdown 

The first encounter with Pel- 
licci led Vaughan to step up his 
crackdown on local gambling to 
ensure that Pellicci would con- 
tinue to feel the need to take the 
pressure off. Vaughan called in 
federal officials and used un- 
marked vans to photograph ac- 
tivities around bars where 
Vaughan suspected booking 
agents were “taking action” on 
horse racing, numbers and pro- 
fessional sports. Among his chief 
targets: a bookmaking super- 
visor who worked under Pellicci. 
For the first time, Vaughan re- 
ported to federal investigators 
about what he believed were Pel- 
licci’s “overtures.” “I expect to 
hear from him again,” Vaughan 
told FBI agents. “We’re really 
putting the heat on his bookies.” 

Yet the next meeting between 
the two happened seemingly by 
chance. On a Saturday night in 
early December, 1972, a break-in 
occurred at Watertown’s Italian- 
American Social Club, the or- 
ganization Pellicci headed. As at 


the Bemis Cafe, Vaughan, work- 
ing a private paid detail, was 


hired to spend the night at the- 


club. He arrived to find it locked, 
however, and call Pellicci to get 
a key. Perhaps seizing the op- 
portunity, Pellicci invited 
Vaughan to his Waltham home, 

It was an outwardly modest, 
white frame structure in that 
city’s Warrendale section, an 
upper-middle class area that 
Vaughan associated with “doc- 
tors and teachers.” Its plain ex- 
terior hid no small measure of 
opulence: a sauna, an enclosed 
flagstone patio bisected by a bar 
with fish tanks on each side, an 
extra kitchen in the cellar, an in- 
terior barbecue — the home of a 
man who, according to Vaughan, 
reported but $5600 in taxable in- 
come in 1971. 

Vaughan walked in to pick up 
the club key. A police radio 
blared on the kitchen counter as 
the Pelliccis invited him in for a 
drink. Vaughan tried to beg off 
but Pellicci admonished him, 
“The trouble with you is that 
you don’t know how to relax. You 
gotta learn to relax.” Vaughan 
asked for Seagram’s VO and 
water — a drink Pellicci later or- 
dered automatically for him in 
bars. It wasn’t necessary for 
Vaughan to spend the whole 
night guarding the club, Pellicci 
told him. “Just stay a couple 
hours and I’ll come by in the 
morning and pay you for the 
whole night.” 

Vaughan declined the offer 
but did meet Pellicci the next 
morning at the club. For the first 
time, the mob lieutenant dis- 
cussed bookmaking. A _ local 
bookie had been arrested by 
Vaughan in the Italian-Ameri- 
can Club the previous August. 
Nearly $600 had been confis- 
cated. Pellicci informed 


-Vaughan that the bookie was 


considering withdrawing an ap- 
peal of his conviction. If he did, 
asked Pellicci, what would be 


the chances be of the bookie’s re- 
covering his confiscated cash? 
‘Vaughan replied that he would 
look into the matter. He knew 
that it was not uncommon for 
money to be returned in such 
cases, although he frowned on 
the practice. 

At that point, Pellicci, recalls 
Vaughan, “told me he had some 
liquor for the guys for Christmas 
time. He went outside and he 
loaded a case of wine into my 
cruiser. He’d had it in his 
trunk.” 


The agreement 

By now, Vaughan was sure 
enough of Pellicci’s intentions 
toward him to set a date — with 
the FBI. On January 10, 1973, 
Vaughan and Watertown’s Chief 
Kelley met with FBI agents in 
the JFK Federal Building in 
Boston. An agreement was 
made: Vaughan would attempt 
to lure Pellicci into offering a 
bribe, then would pose as a cor- 
rupt cop long enough to deter- 
mine the nature of Pellicci’s 
operation. But there were other 
conditions: Vaughan pledged to 
report any evidence of police cor- 
ruption he encountered and to 
wear a body recorder when meet- 
ing with organized crime fig- 
ures. Later, that tape recorder 
would pose problems. 

Vaughan and the FBI also 
agreed that they would, in 
Vaughan’s words, “have to give 
something to get something.” 
And in order to win Pellicci’s 
confidence, Vaughan, primarily 
in the weeks before he received 
his first $500 payment, did such 
favors as retrieving the book- 
making receipts seized at the 
Italian-American Club, helped 
Pellicci obtain a gun permit, and 
even supplied Pellicci with a list, 
obtained in a state police raid in 
Newton, of persons indebted to a 
pair of loanshark collectors who 
had been arrested. 

The subject of the confiscated 


bookie money, in fact, came up 


almost as soon as Vaughan re- « 
turned to Watertown from his © 
meeting with the FBI. A mes- 


sage had been left at the police 
station for him to meet Pellicci 
at the Italian-American Club. 
There, Pellicci and the arrested 


bookie were waiting for him. — 
Vaughan, having discussed the 


matter with the FBI, agreed to 
return the money. At that point, 
Pellicci motioned for the bookie 
to leave the room. “He really 
wanted to have a discussion with 
me,” recalls Vaughan. 


know,” said  Pellicci, 


_“you’ve got yourself quite a rep- 


utation as a tough cop. You’re 
really puttin’ a lot of heat on the 
bookies.” 

“Yeah, I know,’’. said 
Vaughan. 

“You know,” continued Pel- 
licci, “bookin’s gonna go on as 
long as you live and no one’s ever 
gonna stop it.” 

“I understand that,” replied 
Vaughan. “Society wants to 
gamble and I know I’ll never stop 
it. But I think I can put the 
dampers on it.” 

“Well, you have,” replied Pel- 
licci. “You know, that money’s 
used for a lot of other things. Or- 
ganized crime depends on that 
money. It’s their biggest source 
of income.” It was Pellicci’s first 
direct reference to organized 
crime: later he would refer to 
“our organization” and even to 
“the Mafia.” 

“You know, Eddie,’’ con- 
tinued Pellicci. ‘““There’s no 
sense of you eatin’ beans when 
you can eat steak. Everybody’s 
gettin’ a piece of the action. You 
might as well get a piece of it 
yourself.” It might have proved a 
persuasive appeal had Vaughan 
been of other inclinations. 
Vaughan’s six children, all high- 
school age or younger, included a 
retarded daughter, and he was 
planning at the time to buy his 
first single-family home. 


Vaughan agreed, when Pellicci 
finished, to “think it over.” 

As with many of their meet- 
ings, Pellicci concluded by of- 
fering Vaughan.a small gift. This 
time it was a police radio, deliv- 
ered a few days later to 
Vaughan’s home. And, as after 
every meeting, Vaughan re- 
ported what had occurred to FBI 
agents. He would either call an 
agent at home — “Collect,” says . 
Vaughan, “so it wouldn’t show 
up on my phone bill” — or meet_ 
with one, often at a parking lot in 
Belmont. 

The two met again later in the © 
same week in early January, this 
time at the Southern Soda, a 
small, now-defunct luncheon- 


ette on Main Street, By the time _- 


they met for lunch, Vaughan had 
returned the money taken in the — 
August bookie raid. Pellicci, as if 
in response, began to lay out the 
ground rules under which his 
“arrangement” with Vaughan 
might be conducted. It would 
mainly involve protection for 
certain bookies in town, those in 
Pellicci's — and by extension 
Angiulo’s — organization. 
Vaughan would be allowed to 
continue to make some gam- 
bling arrests, but those taken ‘in 
would be competitors of Pel- 
licci, “You gotta keep your repu- 
tation up,” said Pellicci. “There 
are guys who operate who aren’t 
in the organization. You can help 
us knock them out. And we'll 
give you the pinches you need.” 
However, the prospect of set- 
up arrests to protect a corrupt 
cop’s reputation is, says 
Vaughan, largely illusory. 
“That’s what they give you to 
string you along. But look at it. 
Once they buy a cop, they’ve got 
him. Once you’ve taken money, 
how can you really stop? You 
could go and confess to the FBI 
maybe. They might protect you 
from prosecution, but you’d still 
probably lose your job. And if 
you get fired because you're a 
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corrupt cop, wheré ‘are you going” 
to find another job? You'll be 
lucky if you can dig a ditch: Your 
wife and children are going to 
have to pay. A guy that’s really 
oe has a lot of pressure on 


The Man 

The lunch at the Southern 
Soda was also the first time that 
Vaughan heard Pellicci refer to a 
higher boss. Vaughan expressed 
coricern that his arrangement 
with Pellicci might become 
widely known. “It’s just gotta be 
you and me,” he said. 

“One other guy’s gotta know,” 
replied Pellicci. ““You know who 
that is.”” Vaughan had a good 
idea but wanted to push Pellicci 
further. “Do you mean the man 
in town?” he asked. “Yeah,” 
said Pellicci. “‘Do you mean 
Angiulo?” asked Vaughan. 

Pellicci became upset. “Don’t 
ever mention his name,” ad- 
monished Pellicci. “We just call 
him the Man.” . 

At the end of the meeting, Pel- 
licci again had a reward in store 
for Vaughan. This time it was 
the promise of an automobile. 
Vaughan had recently had to 
junk his family car. Pellicci 
promised a used one as a re- 
placement. 

But before the two were to go 
to pick up the auto, Pellicci 
came up with another request. 
At a hincheon meeting later in 
January — this one at Greg’s 
Grill in east Watertown — Pel- 
licci asked for the return of a list 
of loanshark debtors seized in a 
state police narcotics raid. It was 
a particularly tense meeting for 
Vaughan, who was wearing his 
body recorder for the first time. 
Both he and his wife worried 
about the recorder, which cre- 
ated a slightly noticeable bulge 
at the small of his back. To cover 
it, Vaughan kept a pair of hand- 
cuffs always hanging from the 
back of his belt. But he still wor- 


ried. “I had no doubt,” he says, 
“what would happen to me if it 
was found.” 

As the two ate shrimp scampi, 
Pellicci explained the impor- 
tance of the loanshark list he 
wanted. The organization had to 
regain the list with the identi- 
ties of debtors and their individ- 
ual interest rates. But it also 
wanted to know whether the loan 
collectors might have inaccur- 
ately reported those interest 
rates and held back some of the 
“vig,” the interest -payment. 
What’s more, the Watertown 
boss ‘wanted to have something 


on paper from a police file to 


show his superiors. 

Recalls Vaughan: “He wanted 
things on paper. ‘If you tell me 
about some investigation,’ he 
said, ‘and I go in town with it, 
it’s not good enough for the Man. 
He’s got to see it on paper.’” 
The list would also be a prece-

dent. Vaughan adds: “He knew I 
had contacts with state police 
and the FBI. He wanted to know 
anything about any large-scale 
loansharking or gambling inves- 
tigations.” 

Again, with the approval of 
the FBI, Vaughan obtained the 
loanshark list for Pellicci. He 
had some qualms about doing so 
— because of possible harm that 
could befall the ‘“‘victims” — but 
says, “If I was really going to 
make inroads with this guy, I 
had to give him something. And 
I believed they already had most 
of the information.” 

What kind of people show up 
on such lists? “It might surprise 
you,” says Vaughan. “‘A lot of le- 
gitimate businessmen who get in 
trouble financially. A lot of it 
comes from gambling. What 
happens is a guy gets into a 
bookie for four or five thousand 
dollars. The guy can’t pay the 


bookie. So the bookie sells the 
account to a loanshark. And the 
loanshark comes knocking at 
your door.” On a $5000 loan- 
shark loan, Vaughan estimates a 
weekly interest payment might 
amount to $250. And that, he 
says, would merely take care of 
the interest. Should a debtor fall 
behind, the unpaid interest is 
added to the unpaid balance of 
the loan. Vaughan’s investiga- 
tion would help reveal, more- 
over, that not only unlucky gam- 
blers found themselves ‘in such 
situations. The December, 1973, 
wiretap eventually placed on 
Pellicci’s phone recorded a con- 
versation in which a Canton firm 
apparently asked to borrow 
$100,000 — at an interest rate of 
three percent a week — in order 
to buy a cargo of stolen jewels. 

The list, when delivered in late 
January, greatly pleased Pel- 
licci. Later he would tell 


Vaughan that it also had pleased vn 


“the Man,” adding, “It opened 
his eyes.” At the same time, ; 
Vaughan also supplied a list of” 
betting agents and an account- 
ing ledger seized: from.a Water- 
town bookie independent of Pel- 
licci. “That Armenian bas- 
tard,” commented Pellicci, “‘is 
doing $250,000 a year in action. 
Wait till the man sees this.” 

As planned, following the de- 
livery of the loanshark list, 
Vaughan and Pellicci headed to 
a Toyota dealership in Somer- 
ville where Pellicci knew a sales- 
man who would give him a good 
price on a car for Vaughan, a 
price, it turned out, of $250 for a 
1968 Buick. (The car, ironically, 


‘turned out to be undependable, 


a condition which, when later 
brought to Pellicci’s attention, 
prompted him to say, «‘I’ll get it 
straightened out. I’ll break that 
goddamn guy’s legs if he don’t 
get me another car.” Within a 
week, Vaughan received a Chev- 
rolet station wagon.) 


The payoff 

It was after the purchase of the 
car that perhaps the most cru- 
cial conversation of Vaughan’s 
year undercover occurred. It took 
place over lunch at the restau- 
rant in the Homestead Motor 
Inn. There, in a dark lounge buf- 
fered from the din of a traffic ro- 
tary, Pellicci came to grips with 
fiscal matters. He asked 
Vaughan how much he wanted 
each month to protect five. 
bookies working for him but 
under the supervision of Charles 
Savas, a man later convicted 
along with Pellicci of illegal gam- 
bling who served 18 months in 
the Danbury, Connecticut, fed- 
eral prison. Taken by surprise, 
Vaughan asked for $1000 a 
month. 

“You're a little high,” he was 
told. A settlement was reached 
for $500 to be paid on the 15th of

every month — which was pretty 


good for a guy making $255 a 
week. Pellicci, pleased, grew 
more expansive, telling Vaughan 
that the two were going to make 
a lot of money. “Your kids will 
never want for anything,” he 
said to Vaughan. “Their college 
educations will be taken care of. 
Everything.” But a caveat came 
with the promises. Vaughan 
must take care not to change his 
lifestyle suddenly. “I'm gonna 
teach you how to live,” said Pel- 
licci, who urged Vaughan to 
place his new income in a safe 
deposit box or to install a safe in 
his home. “Don’t bring suspi- 
cion on yourself,” warned Pel- 
licci. 

But the mob lieutenant may 


have worried that Vaughan 
would demand more than the 
agreed-upon sum. It was per- 
haps with that in mind that he 
staged a small drama in the kit- 
chen of the Watertown Tap in 
early February, 1973. Vaughan 
had come to the tavern with his 
youngest son, then only two. Pel- 
licci, recalls Vaughan, grabbed 
the young boy’s hand, saying, 
“Say hello to Uncle Mike.” He 
then confided in Vaughan, “‘You 
know I’ve got a tough reputa- 
tion. But I’ve got a soft spot in 
my heart for kids. So I’m gonna 
give him a present.’”’ The pres- 
ent turned out to be two $5 bills 
which the boy played with for a 
few minutes until Pellicci sud- 
denly asked him to return the 
money. The boy handed it back. 
“That’s what I like,” said Pel- 
licci, “‘a kid who’s not greedy.” 
* 


The mid-February delivery of 


Eddie Vaughan’s first $500 pay- 
ment ended perhaps the most 
critical period in his year as a 
combination actor and cop. 
Vaughan, in fact, thought at first 
that the bribe might signal a 
quick end to the investigation. 
Federal authorities, however, 
both were eager to accumulate 
enough information to assure a 
conviction in the case, and, too, 
had become hopeful that Pel- 
licci — who had already con- 
fided in Vaughan that he met 
with mob higher-ups each Mon- 
day in the North End — might 


~ unwittingly allow the FBI to net 


even bigger fish, a prospect they 
came tantalizingly close to real- 
izing. 

Consequently, Vaughan was to 
continue in his role for nearly 
another nine months. He be- 
came an intimate of Pellicci’s, 
meeting with him regularly for 
dinners of eggplant and veal at 


his Waltham home, at times 


even sharing his sauna (Vaughan — 


never wore his body recorder to 
Pellicci’s home because of that). 
The two frequently met at a 
Main Street, Watertown office 
Pellicci opened in the spring in a 
nondescript white concrete 
building adjacent to the Water- 
town Tap. 

Officially, the office, as indi- 
cated by a sign in the window, 
was that of Michael Pellicci,- 
Notary Public. And Pellicci, in 
fact, did have a notary’s com- 
mission, obtained, he told 
Vaughan, through a friend on 
the Governor’s Council. The 
councilor was far from the only 
political connection of which 
Pellicci boasted, recalls 


- Vaughan. He told the sergeant 


about both state representatives 
and town officials in Watertown 
whom he knew, some who were 
indebted to him financially. In- 


deed, the December wiretap on 
Pellicci’s phone revealed a con- 
versation between him and a 


member of the Watertown Re-. 


development Authority who, ac- 
cording to Vaughan, had taken 
out a loanshark loan. The offi- 
cial was indicted for perjury for 
allegedly denying before a grand 
jury things he had said in wire- 
tapped conversations but. was 
acquitted of the charges two 
weeks ago. He no longer holds his 
office. 
There were, however, times 
when all those connections short- 
circuited, as happened in the fall 
of 1973. Two vice-squad mem- 
bers — although privy to 
Vaughan’s role — arrested a 
group of bookies whom Vaughan 
was being paid to protect. The 
police had walked into a bar and 
found the gambling operation 
going on in full view, too blatant

for them to ignore. Vaughan had 
warned Pellicci of such an even- 
tuality and Pellicci had _pro- 
fessed to understand, assuming 
the cases would be soft-pedaled 
in court. 

Vaughan hesitated to inter- 
vene in these cases, however. 
They were being heard in Wal- 
tham and prosecuted by an 
assistant Middlesex County dis- 
trict attorney. Vaughan feared 
informing someone from that of- 
fice of his role, as Pellicci had 
boasted of contacts there. In 
court, one bookie received an un- 
usually stiff fine, $3000, a sen- 
tence Vaughan was able to ra- 
tionalize only by noting that a 
visiting judge had heard the 
case. Pellicci seemed to accept 
the explanation but was some- 
what bitter, saying of the fine — 
imposed the same day Spiro 
Agnew resigned — “Jesus, Ag- 
new got off lighter.” Vaughan 
believes that, at this point, Pel- 


licci may have been forced to de- 


fend his relationship with 
Vaughan to other local mob fig- 
ures dissatisfied with the “pro- 
tection.” That he would make 
such a defense, says Vaughan, 
reflected the unusual degree to 
which Pellicci had linked his star 
to Vaughan’s badge. 

“He would brag snout 
says Vaughan. ‘‘He’d brag about 
buying a cop. It was a big ego 
thing for him.” 

Pellicci’s vanity surfaced in 
other ways as well. There was, 
for instance, a private party held 
at a mob-controlled lounge in 
east Watertown. The club’s 
owner had been a rival of Pel- 
licci’s at one time. When Pel- 
licci brought Vaughan and 
another policeman aware of 
Vaughan’s investigation to the 
party, he expected fealty — per- 
haps a round of drinks and a vis- 
it to his table by the owner. The 
group was snubbed, however, a 
slight that weighed on Pellicci 
like a hangover the next morn- 
ing. ‘““That son of a bitch,” com- 
plained Pellicci of the club 


owner. “He didn’t pay me any 
tribu 


Christmas 

It was both ego and a special 
kind of public relations that in 
September of 1973 drew Pellicci 
into an unprecedented civic ven- 
ture: he began making plans to 
draw upon his Mafia connec- 
tions to help stage a Watertown 
Christmas parade. Not only did 
the parade take place — two 
weeks before Christmas — but it 
was reported in the town news- 


papers as the largest in Water- 


town since 1930, viewed by more 
than 100,000 spectators and fea- 
tured on all three major Boston 
television stations. 

The idea, ironically, was 
Vaughan’s. The Watertown ser- 
geant had suggested it in jest af- 
ter Pellicci had proposed that 
police and bookies chip in to 
fund a Christmas party for 
underprivileged children. Pel- 
licci leaped at the idea. Vaughan 
recalls: “He threw a thousand 
dollars on the table to start 
things off.” 


In some ways, Pellicci took 
pains to remain in the back- 


~— ground of the parade’s organiz- 


ing effort. Officially, the event 
was held under the auspices of 
the Watertown Police Associa- 
tion — which kept careful track 
of the sources of the phenome- 
nal $10,000 in donations that 
came in to the parade commit- 
tee. Vaughan, however, remem- 
bers that Pellicci “was going 
around town telling all the gang- 
sters this was really his parade.” 
At one point, Pellicci even de- 
manded that the festivities be- 
gin outside his office. He was dis- 
suaded only when he realized 
this would require the five 
marching bands due to partici- 
pate to head uphill. But Pellicci 
nonetheless played a major hand 
in planning the parade, both in 
raising money and in adding spe- 
cial touches. He arranged 
through a friend in Rhode Island 
for a helicopter to be rented in 
which Santa Claus would land in 
the parking lot of a Western 
Electric plant in east Water- 
town. Santa was played by a 300- 


plus-pound employee of Pel- 
licci. “The only thing Mike 
couldn’t get,” recalls Vaughan, 
“were the Budweiser Clydes- 
dales [the brewery’s ceremonial 
horse team]. He was bullshit 
about that. He berated the Bud- 
weiser salesman something aw- 
ful.” 

Fundraising for the parade 
was so successful that there was 
money left over. With it, Pel- 
licci and Vaughan staged the 
party for underprivileged chil- 
dren originally proposed. The 
planning for the party was to 
provide some of the rare mo- 
ments of comic relief during 
Vaughan’s year undercover. 


The toys 
They came not in Watertown 
but in Newton, where Pellicci 
took Vaughan to pick out the 
toys to be distributed at the 
party at the Watertown Boys 
Club. Their wholesaler would be 
a Newton bookie wise in mat- 
ters of juvenile’ playthings: he 
held Christmas parties for kids 
Continued on page 24 
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every year and would order toys 
for his Watertown friends. 

“He has a connection down in 
Taunton for the toys,” Pellicci 
explained. Moreover, he had an 
inventory stashed in an Ameri- 
can Legion Post in Newton. 
There, the heavy-set man with 
his hair greased back, ’50s-style, 
explained his system of select- 
ing toys, samples of which were 
stacked high in cartons around a 
room in the Legion Post. 

“Around here,” explained the 
Newton bookie, “we break it 
down into categories. Toys for 
boys, toys for girls, toys for dif- 
ferent age groups.” The toys, he 
explained, were taken from car- 
tons and put into bags for distri- 
bution at parties. Bags were 
marked as to which age group 
and sex they were for. He dis- 
played his wares. There were a 
variety of basketballs, some with 
more bounce than others, and he 
and Pellicci bounced the balls, 


comparing. And there were vari- 
ous types of crayons. He recom- 
mended spending a little more 
money and Betting washable 
colors. 

“Then,” recalls Vaughan, “the 
Newton guy came to a box that 
wasn’t opened. He looks at it, 
and drives his clenched fist 
through it. Then he pulls out a 
doll by the hair. He holds it up 
and says, ‘And this is for the 
little broads.’ ” 

Says Vaughan: “I had to bite 
my cheeks to keep from laugh- 
ing.” He and Pellicci bought 
$1500 worth of toys. 

Such moments of Godfather 
levity amuse Vaughan in retro- 
spect. But he does not ascribe 
them to an oft-romanticized mob 
benevolence. 

‘“‘There’s a reason behind 
everything they do,” he says. 
“They like to do things for kids, 
sure. But there’s an ulterior mo- 
tive. Whatever they give out, 
they expect to get back double or 
triple someday. The kid who 
gets a toy from them today could 
grow up to be a lawyer or a poli- 


tician. And he’ll always have a 
soft spot in his heart for the guy 
who gave him something at 
Christmas when maybe his par- 


~ents couldn’t afford anything.” 


Vaughan saw such attitudes 


* develop first-hand. “I had a kid 


about 12 come up to me after the 
investigation,” he remembered. 
“He asks me if I was the guy who 
busted the Mafia figure, asks me 
if it was dangerous. Then he 
started talking about the guy 
over in Newton. “They say he’s a 
bookmaker,’ the kid said, ‘but I 
think he’s a good guy.’ Turned 
out, he went to one of the Christ- 
mas parties and got a baseball 
mitt.” 


* * 


Comic moments aside, the 
strain of ‘almost a year of lead- 
ing two lives began to get to 
Vaughan. In some police circles, 
word had circulated that 
Vaughan was, indeed, corrupt. 
At work, Vaughan had found 
himself in the embarrassing po- 
sition of having to explain his ob- 
vious inaction against gambling 


to colleagues who had always 
known him to be vigilant. His i in- 
vestigation was also to 
make his marriage difficult: 
long-time friends — such as po- 


‘lice who believed Vaughan had 


gone on the take — began to 
shun the Vaughans. 

“Tt took a lot out of me,”’ re- 
calls his wife, Margaret. ‘“Be- 
cause I had no one to talk to 
about it. He had people — other 
police, the FBI. I couldn’t tell 
my*sister, my friends, not even 
my mother or my kids.’’ 
Vaughan’s children, in fact, had 
begun to hear rumors in school 
that their straightarrow father 
had been corrupted. The pres- 
sure of the situation weighed so 
heavily on Margaret Vaughan 
that she repeatedly declined 
regular invitations to accom- 
pany her husband to the Pellicci 
home for dinner. She feared that, 
after a drink, she might blurt out 
her animosity toward Pellicci. 
“The gall of the man,” she says 
today, “thinking he could bribe 
my husband.” 

It may finally have been the 


near-explosive tension at home 
that spurred Eddie Vaughan to 
ask the FBI to close in. “It could 


~have been pressure from me that 


ended it,’’ says Margaret 
Vaughan. “I couldn’t stand it 
anymore. I was too worried. He 
had to drink a lot [Vaughan has 
since stopped drinking]. He'd 
get called out at crazy times. 
And I worried about the body re- 
corder. I thought if they found it 
on him, they’d kill him.” 


* * 


On January 7, 1974, at 12:30 in 
the afternoon, Eddie Vaughan 
had his last conyersation with 
Michael Pellicci. The mob lieu- 
tenant would not hear again 
from the man he was helping to 
make a police lieutenant until 
May of that year, when Vaughan 
would testify against him in fed- 
eral court. Their January meet- 
ing took place, like most in the 
latter days of Vaughan’s inves- 
tigation, in Pellicci’s business of- 
fice, an office whose telephones 
had been wiretapped for over a

month and which itself was 
bugged. 

The tape recordings had con- 
vinced Justice Department offi- 
cials that, even if they might 
have preferred that Vaughan 
continue, they had enough evi- 
dence against Pellicci on which 
to build a solid case. According 
to the affidavit FBI agents even- 
tually filed as a part of that case, 
the wiretaps and bugs begun on 
November 29, 1973, had re- 
vealed conversations in which 
Pellicci discussed what the affi- 
davit calls “ten people who have 
received, were paying off or were 
asking for extortionate exten- 
sions of credit.” One such ex- 
tension involved the owner of a 
lighting firm who failed to make 
his $400-a-week payments on a 
$5500 loan. As a result, he agreed 
to take Pellicci in as a member of 
the business. He may have seen 
little alternative: the wiretaps 
also revealed a conversation in 
which an associate of Pellicci ex- 
pressed hope that one loanshark 
victim would not make his pay- 
ments, so he could be killed. 

In addition, wiretapped con- 
versations quoted in the FBI affi- 
davit included references to Pel- 
licci’s regular meetings with 
Gennaro and Danny Angiulo — 
at one point discussing the 
Angiulos’ plans for New Year’s 
Eve. 

On the afternoon of January 7, 
Vaughan arrived with a docu- 
ment for Pellicci, something in 
writing for “the man.” To Pel- 
licci, it may have looked like a 
prize: a memo from Watertown 
police chief Kelley about a pend- 
ing investigation by state and 
federal officials of loansharking. ° 
Two mob collectors serving time 
in a state prison were, the memo 
said, about to cooperate with au- 
thorities and implicate Gerry

Angiulo. Pellicci’s response: 
“The Man’s gonna be glad to see 
this.” 


But the memo was a phony: no 
such investigation was under- 
way. Vaughan was planting it 
only to determine whether Pel- 
licci really took such documents 
to his meetings in the North 
End. To find that out, the docu- 
ment had been covered with a 
blue powder that shows up only 
under infra-red light. To find out 
whether the document was de- 


- livered, the FBI had obtained a 
search warrant for Huntington | 


Realty Trust, said to be the 
Prince Street headquarters of 
the Angiulos. 

At two o’clock that afternoon, 
Eddie Vaughan’s year as a cor- 
rupt cop ended. FBI agents wait- 
ing on Prince Street met Mi- 


chael Pellicci with an arrest war- 
rant. He offered no resistance. 
Agents entering the real estate 
office found, according to the 
FBI, the memo~from Chief 
Kelley in a desk drawer. When 
agents shined a light on one of 
the Angiulos’ hands, say Justice 
Department sources, they shone 
blue. Such was not enough, how- 
ever, to build a case against 
them. Gennaro and Danny were 
named only as unindicted co- 
conspirators; their voices did not 
appear on the wiretaps quoted in 
the FBI affadavit. 

At the same time that FBI 
agents were arresting Michael 
Pellicci in the North End, other 
federal agents entered Pellicci’s 
Watertown office and the bars in 
which “protected” bookies had 
been operating. For Eddie 


Vaughan, the drama was nearly 
over. Only a few scenes re- 
mained, like the one that oc- 
curred in his police station of- 
fice just as the FBI raids began. 
Just after two o’clock, a regular 
from the Watertown Tap called 
Vaughan. 

“I thought it was the FBI tell- 
ing me everything was going all 
right,” says Vaughan. “But it 
was the guy at the Tap. He’s 
tellin’ me ‘Eddie, hurry up and 
get over to Mike’s office. The 
FBI’s kickin’ in his door. See 
what you can do.’ ” 

“Okay,” replied Vaughan. 
be right up.” 

* * * 

Michael Pellicci was tried in 
June, 1973, and sentenced to five 
years on charges of illegal gam- 
bling activities. He was serving 


49IN 


the time in a federal prison in 
Atlanta when, in September of 


this year, he and his wife Regina - 


pleaded guilty to loansharking 
charges. Pellicci received an ad- 
ditional two-year sentence, his 
wife a suspended term. Between 
1973 and the present, four other 
alleged organized-crime figures 
were sentenced as a result of the 
case. The FBI says these figures 
attempted to collect Pellicci’s 
loanshark loans. There was a 
reason behind the long delay be- 


tween Pellicci’s two trials: Jus-: 


tice Department officials had 
hoped he might implicate or- 
ganized crime higher-ups. He 
has not. 

Soon after January 7, 1974, 
when the case received public- 
ity, Eddie Vaughan began to re- 
ceive threatening phone calls on 
his unlisted telephone number at 
home. They have dwindled over 
the years, but as recently as six 
months ago, Watertown police 
were investigating them. Asked 
if he still fears for his life, 
Vaughan says he does but plays 
down that concern. Organized 
crimé, he says, was involved in a 
business deal with him and they 
were taken. “They no longer 
have any interest in me.” 

For his part, Vaughan still has 
an interest in the mob. He has 


_ gone back to the vice squad — 


not that he would go undercover 
again. He is too well-known now. 
Nor could he stand the strain a 
second time, he says. 

But, were it once again 1972 
and Michael Pellicci were to ap- 
proach him with a meatball 
sandwich and a bottle of brandy, 
Edward Vaughan says he would 
make the same decision. 

“These are people,” Vaughan 
says of organized crime, “who 
feel that every person can be 
bought. They have connections 
everywhere. They go deep into 
the social and political struc- 
ture. Someone has to stand up to 
them.”

come our differences. There is a 
class system in prostitution. 
Most of the poor and minority 
women are streetwalkers and the 
call girls come from a higher 
economic class. PUMA is trying 
to resolve some of the differ- 
ences. The streetwalkers are very 
enthusiastic about the organ- 
ization, but they are still afraid 
to step forward and become too 
visible.” 

Initially, Greeneshields and 
Zeisberg were cavalier about the 
effect of prostitution on their 
personal lives. They claimed 
that even after their first trick 
they did not feel guilty or dirty. 
“I was just elated,” Zeisberg 
said, “that I had gotten money 
for it, and a lot of money.” But it 
was not as uncomplicated as get- 
ting a job as a waitress or secre- 
tary. “I was getting a lot of pres- 
sure from friends and my bro- 
thers who were critical of me for 
hooking,” Zeisberg continued. 
“Men told me they wouldn’t 
want to live with me if I was still 
hooking. It was very hard be- 
cause no one was supportive and 
I was so alienated. I felt as if I 
had a tragic flaw that caused me 
to be a prostitute and there was 
no one I could talk to about it. I 
was an outcast. But when I met 
Margo St. James [the founder of 
Coyote, the national organi- 
zation of which PUMA is a chap- 
ter] the most together woman 
I’ve ever met, I started feeling 
good about myself emotion- 
ally.” 

Greeneshields has had prob- 
lems maintaining a relationship 
with a man. Although she 
started by saying it is not diffi- 
cult to have a monogamous rela- 
tionship — “I’ve been with the 
same man for five years” — she 
admitted that he had difficulty 
accepting her work as a pros- 


Donna: Elated at the money 
titute. “The biggest problem is a 
man’s ego,” she said. “While my 
old man said he understood that 
I did not want to be underpaid 
and overworked in the straight 
world, it was difficult for his ego 
to deal with the idea that I was 
accepting another man’s body 
for money.” - 

Sometime after she became 
involved in a steady relation- 
ship, she stopped hooking for two 
years. But because she and her 
lover were having financial prob- 
lems, she decided to go back into 
business. “I sat him down and 
said, ‘Face it, I’m miserable and 
there is no reason for that. I’m 
not going to be home tonight be- 
cause this is where I’m going to 
be.’ When I came back, I took a 
bath and put my money away 
and felt just great. He was lying 
in the bed, very tense, and asked 
me if I was all right. I said yes. 
Then he asked if I wanted to talk 
about it. I asked him, what was 
there to talk about? The next 
morning he asked if I would be 
able to make love. I said, ‘Sure, 
what happened last night had 
nothing to do with love.’ He was 
waiting for me to go through 


some trauma, and there just 
wasn’t any.” 
Although she~said prosti- 


than working for $3 an hour — 
“You're selling a portion of your 
time and providing a service; 
you’re not selling yourself’ — 
she admitted she had some diffi- 
culty atthe beginning of her 
relationship. “I had two rules. I 
would never go witha man under 
40° or with a man who wasn’t 
financially solvent. My old man 
didn’t fit either of those quali- 
fications. And I asked myself 


= what was I doing? Once you put 
5 a dollar figure on an emotional 
> attachment, it can be hard.” 

& Both women were fairly frank 
@ about their experiences and 
> laughed at an occasional lewd 


joke about prostitution. Zeis- 
berg said most of her clients 
wanted oral sex, not “regular” 
intercourse. “They get that at 
home. They come for a blow. job 
because they don’t get that at 
home,” she said. “Some of the 
men didn’t even want that. One 
man had an agreement with his 
wife that he would never touch or 
be touched by a prostitute. So we 
just ran around and played 
games.” 

“Most men come to fulfill 
their fantasies,’ Greeneshields 
said. “And we say, you can have 
whatever fantasy you want, but 
we control the fantasy.” “You 
have to psych the guy out,” Zeis- 
berg offered. ‘“‘You have to fig- 
ure out what he wants — if you 
smoke a cigarette, whether that 
will ruin the image he has of you 
for his fantasy. It’s a lot like 
counseling.” She added, “You 
are exposed to bisexual experi- 
ences, because sometimes the 
man. wants a combination. But I 
think it’s a myth that all pimps 
are woman-haters and all pros- 
titutes are men-haters or 
nymphomaniacs. You think 
much more about money that 
about sex. I think prostitution is 


tution is no more dehumanizing. 


closer to washing dishes than it 
is to sex.” 

PUMA was formed one-and-a- 
half years ago as a support group 
and to provide medical and legal 
information. Currently three 
PUMA members are defendants 
in a case to test a court ruling 
that only women can be pros- 
titutes. The group’s main objec- 
tive is to get prostitution de- 
criminalized, a goal it hopes to 
achieve gradually. The first step 
is to have juvenile prostitutes ex- 
cluded. from criminal prosecu- 
tion. “We are working for de- 
criminalization, not legal- 
ization, and we want to make-the 
distinction clear,’’ Greene- 
shields said. “If it were legal 
then women would just have a 
bigger pimp — the government+ 
We just want it decriminalized 
so women.can make their choice 
without being hassled by any- 
one. It should just be her own 
business.” 

It is Greeneshields’s belief that 
if prostitution were decriminal- 
ized, it would be easier to isolate 
and contain the violence and 
thievery — such as in the recent 
Combat Zone stabbing of the 
Harvard students — that. is 
linked to the trade. “Prostitutes 
don’t want that kind of vio- 
lence, because if a guy comes 
down to the Combat Zone to get 
laid and gets ripped off instead, 
that’s bad for business,” she 
said. 

Ironically, PUMA is headed 
by a man. According to Greene- 
shields, Stephen Lewis was cho- 
sen as the spokesman because at 
the time the organization star- 
ted, he was the only one who 
could be openly associated with 
the group. Nevertheless, PUMA 
views itself as-a feminist organi- 
zation. “Some feminists ask how 
we can be hookers if we are 
feminists,’ Greeneshields said. 
“I say, how can we be hookers 
without being feminists? Women 
are always surprised to discover 


that we are real people with feel- 
ings just like them. I-went to a 
meeting of a women’s group in 


Newton and an elderly lady — 


came up, put her arm around me 
and said, ‘I’ve never met a real 
live heroine before.’ It was 


But in spite of its feminist 


slant,* the organization does not 
take a stand against pimps. “It is 


none of our. business to pass - 


judgment on the relationship be- 
tween a pimp and a prostitute,” 
Greeneshields said. “There is 
‘protection there and support. 
We wouldn’t say anything about 
that just as we wouldn’t say any- 
thing about a woman who de- 
cided to marry or live with a 


man. You just can’t make de- ~ 


cisions for other people.” 
Greeneshiélds and Zeisberg re- 


sent the efforts of what they call 


“do-gooders” to divert women 
from lives as prostitutes. “There 
are some programs that try to 
help young prostitutes,” Greene- 
Shields said. “But they always 
require a commitment that the 
woman will not be hooking. They 
tell them to stop making the 
good money they are making so 
they can get an education and 
get some job as a secretary for 


$2.50 an hour. Why shouldn’t ~ 


they be allowed to continue 
working ?” 
Both women claim they have 
retired —- “unless a really good 
offer comes along,’’ Greene- 
shields said — and are working 
at straight jobs. Greeneshields, 
who had started college before 
she was married, is currently 
finishing her undergraduate 
work and hopes to go on to a law 
school. Zeisberg wants to go to a 
chiropractor school. “When I 
was at the massage parlor I be- 
came interested in the use of 
massage as healing,” she said. “I 
have worked as a straight mas- 
seuse a few times. I think prosti-

Waterfront stories. ‘Well, I’d at 
least look into it enough to see 
how my connection with the 
Waterfront [liquor] association 
might affect it .. . . Probably, if 
the story involved a liquor li- 
cense, I might pass it up.” 

If Kelly appeared only minim- 
ally concerned about possible 
conflict-of-interest questions, 
the same was not the case with 
his boss, Channel 7 News Direc- 
tor Mel Bernstein.

mit. The Felix case became a bit 
more controversial than most 
when the Phoenix reported on 
October 5 that first, a supposed 
North End “civic group” which 
had supported Felix’s license 
was unknown to North End com- 
munity leaders, and second, the 
North End Little City Hall man- 
ager claimed his name had been 
forged on a letter of support for 
the license. (The latter claim ap- 
peared somewhat dubious a few 
weeks later when Licensing 
Board chairman Byrne recalled a 
face-to-face meeting at which 
the individual had stated his 
support.) 

The somewhat bizarre back- 
ground on the Felix case has fo- 
cused considerable attention on 
the discotheque’s current bid for 
a 2 a.m. license, a phenomenon 
of which Kelly is not unaware. “I 


had to think about it [becoming 
involved],” Kelly admitted. “I 
said to myself, ‘I don’t know how 
this will be looked at.’ ” 

Kelly said he became in- 
volved when he met Felix co- 
owner Jerry Bern one night three 
weeks ago at a North End res- 
taurant. “He told me what the 
situation was with the 2 o’clock 
license and I almost fell down. 
There hasn’t been a challenge 
like this ever in the city ....I 
told him about the [restaurant- 
owners’] association, and I said, 
‘Let me see what I can do about 
the license.’ ”’ 

Kelly’s concern about how this 
would be perceived was not with- 
out good reason; his appearance 
has led to some confusion both at 
the Licensing Board and with 
the Neighborhood Association 


members. “I don’t know what his® 


affiliation is, if he’s just a good- 


hearted citizen or what,” said 
Charles Byrne last week. “When 
he called me,” recalled Jerrold 
Olanoff of the Waterfront Neigh- 
borhood Association, “I kept 
coming back to see why he was 
doing it.” 

Olanoff — along with Nor- 
mand Smith and Chris Deering, 
the other two association mem- 
bers whom Kelly telephoned — 
all said that he initially identi- 
fied himself as a Channel 7 re- 
porter. “I could have said that,” 
admitted Kelly last week. “It’s 
kind of a habit thing. I wasn’t 
trying to make it sound like a 
Channel 7 thing.” 

Kelly, however, apparently 
didn’t identify himself as a re- 
porter in his two Licensing Board 
appearances, at least as far as 
board member Jon Straight can 
recall. Added Straight: “We all 
knew who he was.” 


Kelly’s celebrity status traces 
largely to his expose during the 
‘15 mayoral campaign on Kevin 
White’s famots Ritz breakfast, a 
story which was followed by 
some nasty attacks on Kelly for 
his reputed closeness to under- 
world figures. Kelly doesn’t deny 
that he associates with such fig- 
ures but maintains it helps him 
in his investigative work. “If you 
want a story on.a gangster,” he 
said, “‘go to a cop. If you want a 
story on a cop, go to a gangster.” 

Kelly said he first developed 
relationships with underworld 
figures “looking for stories” but 
adds he began to realize that 
underworld types have “very hu- 
man qualities.” 

“I’m more comfortable with 
them than I am with pol- 
iticians,” he said. “A lot of pol- 
iticians will tell you one thing 
and mean another... . I have no 


problems getting a story from 
organized crime, as long as I can 
prove it.” 

Kelly was quite open about his 
friendship with James Martora- 
no, whom law enforcement of- 
ficials describe as a top asso- 
ciate of reputed underworld 
leader Howie Winter. Mar- 
torano once served two years on a 
charge of being an accessory 
after the fact of murder. 

“I get along with Jimmy Mar- 
torano for one reason,” said 
Kelly. “I trust him and he trusts 
me.”’ 

Smiling, Kelly recalled a re- 
cent suggestion that he enlist 
Martorano as a helper in his 
organizing efforts for the Water- 
front Restaurant Owners’ Asso- 
ciation. “The guy said to me, 
‘Why don’t you get Jimmy to 
work with you? He’d line people 
up.’ I said, ‘Are you nuts?’ ”O

The Game was artistic bust 


Which didn’t matter to the slushy raccoon-coat set 


by George Kimball 


“Harvard- Yate ain’t THE game. 

It ain't even A game!” 
— Jeff Millar and Bill Hinds, 
“Tank McNamara” 


Now, it is true enough that in 
some parts of the country this all 
might be regarded as frivolous 
and inconsequential. I mean, 
people at the University of 
Nebraska, where they’re flying 
16,000 fans to Hawaii for a foot- 
ball game a few weeks hence, 
would have difficulty compre- 
hending the motives of the 800 
Yale undergraduates who char- 


‘tered a train to Boston two week- 


ends ago. Down in Austin, 
Texas, where every time the 
team mascot, a longhorn steer, 
dies they just replace him with a 
new one, fans would find it be- 
wildering that someone would 
show up at a football game wear- 
ing a ragged raccoon coat that 
had been present at every Har- 
vard-Yale game in this century. 
People who feel chills up and 
down their spines at the awe- 
some sound of a ‘‘Rollilillill 
Tide” or a “Boomer Sooner” 


50,000 voices strong would col- 
lapse in laughter at the sight of a 
bunch of long-haired fruitcakes 
running around chirping ‘‘Bull- 
dog, Bulldog, bow-wow-wow,” 
and any Ivy League band would 
be expelled on the spot from any 
given Midwestern state high 
school competition .... 

All the same, it’s been going 
on for more than a hundred 
years, and in these parts, it’s still 
The Game. 

In addition to its traditional 
importance, The Game has been 
played for the last four years 
with the Ivy League title hang- 
ing in the balance. In 1973, Yale 
knocked Harvard out of a co- 
championship with a 35-0 
slaughter in the mud at the Yale 
Bowl. In ’74, Milt Holt’s last- 
minute heroics upset the Elis 
and gave the two teams a tie for 
the title, and Harvard won it 
outright last season on Mike 
Lynch’s field goal with 35 sec- 
onds left in the game. 

This year, both Harvard and 
Yale had, pending the outcome 
of the Brown-Columbia game in 


Kubacki sprints out. 
New York, a chance for at least a 
piece of the action. Harvard 
could hope for no better than a 
three-way tie, while Yale could 
conceivably have won it out- 
right, tied with Brown or with 
Brown and Harvard, or fallen by 
the wayside. 

Even in a game so fraught with 
possibilities, though, this turned 
out to be an artistic bust: watch- 
ing the game films of Yale’s 21-7 
win, a USC Trojan would prob- 


ably conclude that what he’d al- 
ways suspected Ivy League foot- 
ball was like was true. 

Harvard had come into the 
game armed with a multitude of 
excuses, not the least of which 
was a fairly serious back injury 
sustained by quarterback Jim 
Kubacki a week earlier against 
Pennsylvania. Kubacki insisted 
that he was well enough to play, 
and afterward that it hadn’t 
been a factor in his largely inef- 
fectual performance, but it was 
evident that he was not a well 
man. (Although Kubacki did set 
a Crimson career total offense 
record on his last carry (16 
yards), for the balance of the 
afternoon he had looked like 4 
man ina strait jacket, running 
for but seven yards on his other 
14 attempts.) 

Saturday had dawned filled 
with bad omens. For openers, the 
decision of ABC to telecast the 
game regionally (much to the 
displeasure of the Notre Dame 
Club of Boston, who, in an- 
ticipation of watching the Notre 
Dame-Alabama national tele- 
cast, had hired in advance a

huge tennis barn stocked with 
thousands of dollars worth of 
libations) forced the Harvard 
Band to alter the time of its 
traditional 9:40 a.m. parade 
through the Square for the first 
time in many years. 

Then, ongoing construction of 
several new athletic buildings 
around the stadium moved a 
multitude of tailgating parties 
from the sites that had hosted 
them for eternity; worse yet, a 
snowstorm had arrived four days 
before The Game. For some inex- 
plicable reason, nobody had 
bothered to sweep the seats at 
the bowl end of the field — 
which are perpetually shielded 
from sunlight — with the result 
that anyone whose class: had 
graduated since the adminis- 
tration of Warren G. Harding 
found himself sitting in four 


inches of frozen slush. 


Yale had been expected to rely 
heavily on the running of junior 
halfback John Pagliaro. The 
Harvards were consequently 
somewhat astounded when Yale 
opened up the game with Pag- 
liano lined up as a flanker way 
out at some remote station, very 
much like a man who had been 
banished for breaking wind in 
the huddle or something. Used 
thus as a decoy, Pagliaro carried 
only nine times — for 35 yards — 
in the first half; turned loose in 
the second, he wound up the day 
with 128 yards. 

After the two teams had sput- 
tered back and forth without 
much success, Harvard got on 
the scoreboard late in the first 
quarter when defensive end 
Russ Savage intercepted a Stone 
Phillips pass and ambled back 
72 yards for the touchdown. That 
proved to be all the scoring in the 
half, although Harvard had ano- 
ther shot when — after an inter- 
ception by Bob Baggot, the other 
defensive end — Lynch’s field 
goal attempt missed from 35 
yards, 

Coach Joe Restic’s second-half. 
strategy backfired as Harvard 
elected to cede the ball in anti- 
cipation of having a traveling 
wind for the fourth period. By 
the fourth period, though, the 
Harvards were down 14-7, and 
since they had not been able to 
mount a semblance of an at- 
tack, their doom was already 
foretold. (Restic’s varied “multi- 
flex” offense, designed to keep 
the opposition in a constant 
state of confusion, appeared to 
confuse the Harvards even more, 
as the crippled Kubacki twice 
ran out of time for delay-of-game 
penalties trying to set the of- 
fense, twice more got hit for mo- 
tions penalties, and twice had to 
call unnecessary time-outs in the 
midst of chaotic shifts, in addi- 
tion to a few more busted plays.) 

Meanwhile, Yale junior Bob 
Rizzo had replaced Phillips at 
quarterback and led drives of 58 
and 31 yards (the latter set up by 
a Kubacki fumble) to take the 
lead, as Mike Southworth and 
Pagliaro successively stormed 
the right side. 

Fewer than three minutes into 
the fourth quarter, Southworth 
once again dove over his right 
guard for a touchdown, and it 
was, for this year anyway, all 
over. The only matter of import- 
ance from that point on seemed 
to be the Brown-Columbia re- 
sult — which was, incidentally, 
erroneously reported as a 24-21 
Columbia victory in the Yale 
locker room, touching off a pre- 
mature celebration which abated 
only slightly when the Elis 
turned out to be “only” co- 
champions instead of outright 
titlists.

As important as beating Bal- 
timore might have been — and 
in terms of providing some con- 
fidence that may be needed la- 
ter, its value was incalculable — 
this one was not an absolute 
“must” game. That will come on 
November 28 when the Patriots 
host the Denver Broncos. 

The fact of the matter is that 
because of the NFL’s arcane sys- 
tem of breaking ties, it is all but 
impossible for the Patriots to win 
their divisional championship, 
even after the victory over the 
Colts. On the other hand, if they 
win the Denver game, they could 
actually lose any one of the other 
three remaining on the schedule 
and still be assured of the wild- 


-card spot for the playoffs. But 


the wild-card team does not get a 
home-field advantage — ever — 
for the playoffs. Putting it an- 
other way, if the Patriots win all 
their remaining games, they’re 
in — as the wild card. But even 
were the Patriots to go unde- 
feated and Baltimore to lose a 
game, the Colts would emerge as 
champions under the tie-break- 
ing formulae. 

The Patriots have New Or- 
leans and Tampa Bay left on 
their schedule, besides the two 


aforementioned. The Colts still — 


have to face Miami, the New 
York Jets, St. Louis and Buf- 
falo. At this point, the Colts’ two 
losses have been one within the 
division (New England) and one 
outside the conference (Dallas). 
The Pats have lost twice in the 
division (Miami and Baltimore) 
and once outside the conference 
(Detroit). 

The first criterion for break- 
ing a tie, were the two teams to | 
finish 11-3 (or both wind up 10-4, 
for that matter) is head-to-head 
competition. Having beaten one 
arrovher, they are dead even. The . 
next criterion is the record with- | 
in the division. Were Balti- 
moré’s loss to St. Louis, they 
would win right there; were it to 
one of the divisional foes, it 
would again be a tie, as would 
the third tie-breaking category, 
record within the conference. 
The fourth yardstick, then, 
would be point differential in 
head-to-head competition: the 
Colts beat the Patriots by 14 
points, while New England only 
won by seven last Sunday. 

On the other hand, a win over 
Denver would mean a virtual 
lock on the wild-card spot, since 
the primary criterion — head-to- | 
head competition — would find 
the Patriots having beaten both 
primary adversaries, Pittsburgh 
and Denver. (The only other 
team with a chance of going 10-4, 
Cleveland, has already lost three 
games within its division and 
four in the AFC.) 

But again, if the Patriots win 
all their remaining games, there 
is no way they can be kept out of 
the wild-card spot. At the same 
time, even if they do, the only 
chance they have to stage even 
one playoff game at Schaefer 
Stadium would be for Baltimore 
to lose twice in their last four 
games — and since they lost only 
one of their first nine, that seems 
unlikely. 

On the other hand, the Pa-. 
triots’ front office also informs us 
that they'll render all possible 
assistance to fans wishing to at- 
tend playoff games on the road. 

But we’d suggest a modicum 
of caution. Like, wait until the 
results are in on the 28th before 
you mail the check ....

O rare Ben Jonson’s been completely 
cooked — and by an unlikely assemblage 
a of celebrity chefs. In the Broadway-bound 
(but now at the Wilbur) Sly Fox, based on 
i Jonson’s Volpone, George C. Scott, whose 
Pattonesque ferocity is legendary, trans- 
forms the ruthless title character into 
Foxwell J. Sly, a lovable Frisco rogue who, 
when he isn’t playing the wolf in gram- 
ma’s shimmy to real-life wife Trish Van 
Devere’s Red Riding Hood, trips a tired 
fantastic over his own character’s imag- 
inary grave. (Judging from the subtlety of 
his acting, I'd guess Sly’s make-believe 
malady is swine flu.) Famed non-farceur 
\ Arthur Penn, who directed The Miracle 
' Worker and Bonnie and Clyde before lap- 
sing into the artistic turpitude evinced by 


S/y Fox turns a classic 


Would you believe George C. Scott? And the woman is his wite, Trish Van Devere. 


The Missouri Breaks, directs like a brisk 
but indulgent scoutmaster chaperoning 
the laddies through a funhouse, and Yid- 
dishy comics Jack Gilford and Bob Dishy 
salt the proceedings with enough shtick 
and one-liners to dissolve a slug. Worst of 
all, Jonson’s stern comedy, wherein Wick- 
edness must prove its own undoing be- 
cause Virtue is too dumb, has been Ger- 
ber-ized by adaptor Larry Gelbart into 
laff-a-minute boob-tube baby food suit- 
able for gumming by Neil Simon glut- 
tons. : 

Volpone has fallen prey to such triv- 
ialization before: the 1967 film The Hon- 
ey Pot (based, in its turn, on an obscure 
Volpone-fied novel entitled Mr. Fox Goes 
To Venice) transformed Ben Jonson’s 
manipulative voluptuary into an urbane 


Rex Harrison and his avaricious would-be 
heirs into competing mistresses. Gelbart, 
best-known as co-author of A Funny 
Thing Happened on the Way to the 
Forum and developer of the television ser- 
ies M*A*S*H, has updated Volpone to 
San Francisco in the Gay ’90s and given 
Jonson’s schematic characters (originally 
named after some of the more disagree- 
able of God’s creatures) Dickens-y moni- 
kers like Jethro Crouch, Abner Truckle 
and Lawyer Craven. The gold rush, of 
course, fits nicely with Volpone’s propen- 
sity for hoarding ill-gotten stores of prec- 
ious metal. Furthermore, the tinny per- 
iod locale provides Gelbart the opportun- 
ity to throw in everything from a surly cir- 
cuit-riding judge and sex-starved Key-

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Beyond pornography: stalemate 


Two new films get nasty

Apart from The Blue Angel 
and passages from Bergman, it’s 
hard to think of a movie on the 
theme of sado-masochism that 
works dramatically. The prob- 
lem is that sado-masochism is a 
static form of mental theater, a 
ritualized series of fantasies fro- 
zen at given instants of pure 
domination or abjection. Dra- 
matically, S&M has nowhere to 
go except back to the starting 
point, and this is true even when 
it’s done as comedy. Take Lau- 
rel and Hardy: slowly, method- 
ically, with expressions of ut- 
most concentration and con- 
cern, the two men would grind 
pies into each other’s faces, de- 
stroy each other’s clothes or cars 
or whatever. Their domes- 
ticated S&M was so giddy be- 
cause the men kept shifting roles 
— now you do it and I suffer, now 
I do it and you suffer — but this 
additional perversity only in- 
creased the dramatic stalemate. 
Finally the movie would end 
when there was nothing left to 
destroy or the humiliations had 
evened out. Bertolucci set up his 
more serious sado-masochistic 
situation beautifully in Last 
Tango in Paris and then, as if de- 
termined to smash by sheer will 
the trap he had set for himself, 
he lurched violently towards a 
resolution that satisfies no one. 


But filmmakers never give up 
trying, and suddenly we have 
two new films drenched in sado- 
masochistic despair: Barbet 
Schroeder’s Maitresse (at the 
Paris), which is a very explicit 
tilm indeed; and R. W. Fassbin- 
der’s Beware of a Holy Whore 
(Back Bay Screening Room), 
which is about psychological tor- 
ment as a constant in all rela- 
tionships. 


Maitresse is finally a gro- 
tesque experience — though for a 
while Schroeder involves us in 
some intriguing comic-porno- 
graphic possibilities. The mis- 
tress in question is sexy-scraw- 
ny Bulle Ogier, the insolent girl 
who starred in La Salamandre. 
Living in haut-bourgeois splen- 
dor in her Paris apartment, most 
of the time Ogier looks like an or- 
dinary young woman. For her 
work, however, she must trans- 
form herself totally, like an ac- 
tress preparing to go on stage. 
Attired in black leather and lace, 
black eye shadow, wig, and high- 
heeled boots, she pulls back the 
top of her antique lacquered cof- 
fee table and descends a gleam- 
ing metal staircase to a dark, 
mirror-lined chamber where up- 
per-class clients arrive at ap- 
pointed hours to be entertained. 


When Gerard Depardieu at- 
tempts to burglarize the salon, 
Ogier catches him in the act and 
forces him to join the revels as 
punishment; the two become 
lovers. At first they try to keep 
Ogier’s professional life out of 
their affair, but it’s hopeless: 
Ogier is driven half mad by what 
she has to do, and Depardieu, 
bull-headedly -trying to protect 
her, threatens her clients and her 
wealthy patron and succeeds 
only in ruining the business. The 
movie seems to be about the way 
the explicit rituals of the salon 
bring out the sado-masochism 
dormant in their relationship 


(and, by implication, in all rela- 


tionships), but it’s so weakly for- 
mulated that you often can’t be 
sure what Schroeder (and co- 
scenarist Paul Voujargol) are 
really getting at. For instance, 
we never get a grip on either of 
the main characters. At one mo- 
ment Depardieu seems an or- 
dinary, sensual, sweet-natured 
man, distressed by his girl- 
friend’s work and eager for her to 
get out of it; the next moment he 
is raging and violent, crueler 
than a professional sadist. Ogier 
is alternately a compassionate 
prostitute (her heart of gold 
bound in leather) who tenderly 
tortures her clients on demand, 
and an ice-cold bitch-psycho- 
path who cuts herself off from all 
emotion in order to keep work- 
ing. Schroeder, whose last mo- 
vie was the documentary Idi 
Amin Dada, doesn’t have the 
precision to make these changes 
believable. Some of the scenes

are over-explicit and tight, tak- 
ing us dully from one point to the 
next, while others are so badly 
focused, so vague in intention, 
that only the performers’ self-as- 
surance carries us through — 
barely. 

I suspect that Schroeder be- 
came too excited over the visual 
possibilities in his S&M salon to 
bother working the movie out in 
his head. Gleaming and metal- 
lic, festooned with chains, cages, 
nooses, pincers and other para- 
phernalia, the den has been pho- 
tographed by Néstor Almendros 
(Claire’s Knee, Adele H.)-in his 
usual elegant, hard-edged style. 
But this time Almendros’s clas- 
sicism produces a repulsive, kin- 
ky-cold effect. We seem to be 
looking at a decadent Left-Bank 
boutique through an unnatur- 
ally clean windowpane. 

Schroeder is either a sadist 
himself or in the grip of a luna- 
tic passion for documentary 
authenticity, because he’s com- 
mitted the supreme folly of us- 
ing genuine masochists in gen- 
uine rituals, pressing Ogier and 
Depardieu into service to do the 
dirty work (and it is dirty). The 
masochists seem to be having a 
good time. Their faces covered in 
leather hoods (they look like mu- 
tants in some ’50s sci-fi movie 
about monster insects), they 
gurgle contentedly as they are 
beaten, stretched, pierced. It’s 
all very well for them, but how 
the hell are we supposed to react 
while watching this stuff? At this 
point criticism degenerates into 
sexist autobiography. I suppose I 


wasn’t bothered more than any- 
one else in town by the scene in 
which a woman was spanked. 
However, when a man had his 
scrotum nailed to a board (ah, 
the famous scrotum-nailing 
scene), I had to duck my head 
under the seat to keep from 
fainting. The gentleman in ques- 
tion was not visibly turned on by 
his experience (Ogier explains 
that masochism is a spiritual ra- 
ther than erotic experience), and 
neither, certainly, was the aud- 
ience. This was beyond pornog- 
raphy — the frozen, solemn, rit- 


ualistic agonies were far more 


obscene. 
And what of the actors? 
Forced to flog a young woman 


with his belt, Depardieu looks” 


utterly miserable. As for Ogier, I 
couldn’t tell what she was feel- 
ing; Schroeder always photo- 
graphs her from behind when she 
goes to work. Is it possible he 
couldn’t bear our seeing what he 
has done to her? 

In Fassbinder’s Beware of a 
Holy Whore there are no cages or 
manacles, the rooms are sun-lit 
and airy, but the torment is al- 
most as pervasive. Set in a beau-. 
tiful Spanish seaside resort, the 
movie is a funny, acidulous por- 
trait of a group of film actors and 
technicians (Fassbinder’s usual 
stock company) whiling away 
their time as viciously as pos- 
sible. Ostensibly a meditation on 
the nature of filmmaking, Be- 
ware of a Holy Whore’s real sub- 
ject is the comic nastiness of lan- 
guor. Waiting for their money to 


come. through, the crew sit 
around the hotel lobby endless- 
ly bitching at each other, drink- 
ing Cuba Libres at the bar (and 
then smashing the glasses on the 
floor), and pairing off for un- 
happy, short-lived affairs. 


As always in. Fassbinder’s 
films, the sexual intrigues are a 
comic nightmare of humiliation 
and betrayal. The film produces 
an ambiguous effect: some of the 


anguish seems genuine, some. 


like amateur actors going into a 
snit. The convincing moments 
may well be the product of sex- 
ual and professional rivalries on 
Fassbinder’s set. He made this 
film in 1971, the year after his 
Anti-Theater group fell apart 


. during an experiment in co- 


operative filmmaking, and al- 
though he arranges his actors in 
elegant tableaux, the emotional 
emphasis is on personal isola- 
tion and frustration. (Fassbin- 


der’s set looks like a very nasty - 


party: indeed.) The amateurish 
pouting is- probably an effect 
Fassbinder wants, since actors 
do it in all his movies. He adores 


cheap-perfume emotions and © 


melodramatic shifts in char- 


acter (from dominant to abject . 


and then back again) as a way of 
‘making plain the dynamics of 
‘power in everyday relation- 
ships. Like Brecht’s distancing 
devices, the soap-opera banality 
is intended didactically. 


Fassbinder has the same prob- 
lem as anyone else with this sort 
of material: once he arranges his 
scene, establishes the charac- 
ters, sets the intrigues in mo- 
tion, there’s no way for him to 
bring it all to a conclusion and 
the movie finally peters out. In 
part, the stasis may be inten- 
tional. The actors and crew wait 
for salvation from the ‘holy 
whore” (the cinema itself), but 
she cannot provide it. Making a 
movie will not bring these people 
together or end their unhappi- 
ness. Everyone looks to the di- 
rector for inspiration, but he 
barely understands what he’s do- 
ing. Fassbinder is undoubtedly 
satirizing his own helplessness 
here. Played by Lou Castell in 
Fassbinder’s habitual leather 
jacket, the director is a snarling, 
infantile ‘‘genius” given to sud- 
den rage and equally sudden col- 
lapse. It’s difficult to love Fass- 
binder’s work wholeheartedly 
(his comic surliness is too boor- 
ish for my taste), but you have to 
admire his courage and his end- 
less capacity for self-exposure. 
His masochism may not lend it- 
self to dramatically credible 
movies, but at least he’s turned 
it into an acrid comic style. O 


Bloodbath

“It’s like being on Mars,” 
drawls Carrie White about her 
senior prom, and viewers of 
Brian De Palma’s new film will 
doubtless agree. The effects De 
Palma gets with his Vaseline- 
coated lenses, slow-motion 
shooting, split screen, hot colors 
and vertiginous camera move- 
ment are indeed unearthly. But,

then, so is Carrie herself. Raised 
by a mother (Piper Laurie) 
whose fundamentalist devotion 
amounts to psychosis, Carrie 
(Sissy Spacek) has never been 
out on a date, and when her me- 
narche arrives (during a gym 
class in her last year of high 
school) she shrieks in terror, 
arousing the derision of her 
sophisticated lockermates. But 
Carrie is not merely a late 
bloomer — she also possesses 
telekinetic powers which, 
(quicker than you can say 
“bionic wallflower’) she uses to 
topple ashtrays, start fires, over- 
turn cars, and even do a little re- 
mote-control knife-throwing. 

At times, De Palma seems to 
intend a thriller like The Omen, 
but Carrie has none of that film’s 
clumsy earnestness. Bafflingly, 


this picture keeps turning into a 
comedy, with sequences lifted al- 
most verbatim from American 


. Graffiti and TV teen John Tra- 


volta mugging and flashing his 
dimples. Travolta and the other 
kids who mock Carrie are caught 
in their director’s indecision over 
the period of his film: are they 
contemporaries of James Dean 
and the Fonz, or are these lat- 
ter-day Sweathogs? De Palma 
obviously intends his film to take 
place in the present, but he can’t 
resist milking those ‘50s high 
school cliches. 

Carrie is so beset by such 
incongruities that you'll find 
yourself in a stupor, dazed by De 
Palma’s visual pyrotechnics and 
confused by his plet and charac- 
terizations. Everyone in the film 
seems sinister, if for no other rea- 
son than the menacing glides of 
the camera (cinematographer 
Mario Tosi imitating Vilmos 
Zsigmond). And no sooner do we 
meet the Happy Days-types 
than we find them trekking to a 
slaughterhouse in the middle of 


the night to kill a pig and collect 
its blood. Not your usual adoles- 
cent revel, and no teenage 
prankster ever thought up so 
Gothic, so ritualistic a stunt as 
Carrie’s humiliating anoint- 
ment in blood (recalling her 
menstrual initiation) as she ac- 
cepts the Prom Queen crown. 
Then, just when you think De 
Palma’s Grand Guignol treat- 
ment of adolescence might be 
justified as a Carrie’s-eye view, 
he abruptly shifts focus. Carrie 
suddenly becomes a blood-red 
Golem, an avenging angel zap- 
ping every Prom-goer in sight as 
the auditorium burns. Nat- 
urally, this alienates our affec- 
tions for her somewhat. Indeed, 
we find ourselves agreeing with 
Carrie’s charred tormentors. She 
is a pretty weird kid. As the off- 
beat portrait of teenage dol- 
drums turns into a full-fledged 
disaster picture; our sympathies 
are stranded and we become 
spectators at a slaughter. © 
Then De Palma wisks us back 
to the Whites’ house for a gory 


finale pointedly copied from 
Psycho — overhead shots on a 
staircase, a crimson bath, gleam- 
ing knife-blades and Bernard 
Hermannesque strings. Subtle- 
ty is not De Palma’s forte: he has 
the evangelist mother die in a 
Christlike posture and then, to 
rub it in, shows us a crucifix with 
Piper Laurie’s frizzy hair. And 
that’s not all. After the post-cli- 
max climax we are treated to 
one final terrifying fillip, which I 
shan’t describe. It’s a doozy — 
, the entire audience at the pre- 
view lurched six inches from 
their seats. 

That, finally, is the most dis- 
quieting thing about this lurid, 
manipulative film — it works. 
De Palma toys with his audi- 
ence shamelessly; he knows we’ll 
respond like Pavlov’s dogs to his 
dewy-eyed views of the prom, his 
Revenge of the Cheerleaders 
iockerroom nudes, and his 
witchy, brimstone-preaching 
mother. In Sissy Spacek, he has 
found the perfect foil, a pale 
sinewy girl at once remote and

One of the surprises of the re- 
cent Telluride (Colorado) film 
festival was a superb “new” film, 
The Thief of Paris by French di- 
rector Louis Malle. Originally re- 
leased in 1967, it was underpro- 
moted in this country (Malle was 
not a bankable director here un- 
til 1971’s Murmur of the Heart) 
and disappeared after a brief 
New York run. But Malle never 
gave up on it. In town last week 
to promote its re-release (and its 
engagement at the Kenmore Mo- 
viehouse starting November 24), 
he told me that the film remains 
among his personal favorites. 

Thiefs downbeat tone might 
well have found ’60s, audiences 
unreceptive. Jean-Paul Bel- 
mondo portrays an orphan raised 
by a wealthy, callous uncle who 
is the executor of his father’s es- 
tate. When Uncle Urbain bam- 
boozles him out of his inheri- 
tance and refuses even to con- 
sider him as a suitor for his 
daughter (Genevieve Bujold), 
Belmondo is seized by a com- 


pulsion to steal. Seeking ven-- 
. geance against the bourgeoisie 


that raised and robbed him, he 
becomes one of Paris’s most cele- 
brated thieves during la Belle 
Epoque. 

Belmondo’s performance is all 
repressed violence and quiet con- 
tempt, but his dolorous eyes re- 
flect a lingering bewilderment. 


‘When he begins his descent into 


the underworld, he’s surroun- 
ded by friends: an affable peas- 
ant who knows the ropes, a bevy 
of stunning female accomplices, 
and, the mastermind behind it 
all, a disingenuous priest who 
advises Belmondo not to get 
caught because in jail ‘“‘you meet 
the worst sort of people and the 
food is awful.’ Although Malle 
invests this criminal society with 
a warmth that contrasts favor- 
ably with his vision of the bour- 
geoisie, Belmondo prefers soli- 
tude. And even when his fortune 
and Bujold are restored to him, 
the lure of burglary remains ir- 
resistible. 

The Thief of Paris boasts sev- 
eral exhilarating set-pieces — 
parties, banquets and criminal 
capers — and luminous photog- 
raphy by Henri Decae (The 400 
Blows, Les Bonnes Femmes), 
who makes the women look es- 
pecially radiant. Bujold has nev- 
er been so tantalizing, and many 
of the others — Francoise Fa- 
bian, Bernadette Lafont, Mar- 
lene Jobert and Marie Dubois — 
are superb as well. 

In an interview with the 
Phoenix, Malle discussed The 
Thief of Paris and others of his 
films.

Q: I imagine you were some-

what hurt by the brush-off given 
Black Moon. With reservations, 
I liked the film and thought it a 
kind of rigorous, very controlled 
exercise in creating a dream. 

A: Yes, it’s almost a doc- 
umentary about a dream, about 
an imaginary world. I’ve always 
felt bad about the way dreams 
are described in films, with all 
these distorted lenses and wide 
angles. My personal experience 
is that, on the contrary, they 
have a surgical precision, like a 
Flemish painting in the detail. 
So we tried to make the writing 
and photography very precise. 
Of course, it doesn’t fit together 
logically .... 

Q: But it has its own internal 
logic. There are references to 
Bunuel, and though you use 
dream techniques differently, 
Black Moon seemed a classic 
surrealist exercise. 

A: Definitely. Bunuel and I 
are very close; we are good 
friends. And I used surrealist 
techniques. To me, symbols 
shouldn’t be too obvious. They 
should have a shadowy side. 
There’s a very bad habit that 
comes from the vulgarization of 
Freudian techniques: people 
want to have the easy explana- 
tion, as in the women’s maga- 
zines. 

Q: One thing American 
moviegoers and even critics 
won’t stand for is opacity. 

A: I had that problem already 
with Lacombe, Lucien. A num- 
ber of critics resented the fact 
that the motivations of the cen- 
tral character were opaque, not 
exposed. 

Q: Even to him. 

A: That’s right: He didn’t 
know himself, and his move- 
ments were unexpected and un- 
controlled. When I came for the 
opening in New York, they 
would always ask me about the 
characters’ motivations. But the 
whole point is that it’s sort of an 
impulse. It has many explana- 
tions and none of them are quite 
convincing. It’s an accident. 
hat’s the way things happen in 
life, it seems to me. That’s what 
I don’t like about most of the 
films I see. Most of the time in 
real life, when people speak they 
think about something else at 
the same time — and some- 
times about something com- 
pletely opposite. But in most 
films what people say is totally 


- in line with their behavior. It’s 


an oversimplification. In life, 
people aren’t rational. But that’s 
something they don’t like to see 
in film. 

Q: In The Thief of Paris, are 
Belmondo’s actions and motiva- 
tions explicable? All the way 
through the film there’s a com- 
parison between the fervor of his

thievery and the fervor of an art- 
ist’s work. And then it dulls and 
he no longer has a choice. In the 
end, after he’s robbed the house, 
he’s enervated, and when he gets 
on the train, it feels as if he’sa 
commuter dragging himself 
home like anybody else. 

A: A lot of people resent the 
ending as very down. You know 
that nothing will happen to this 
character any more. He’s lived 
his life and he’s going to go on 
until the moment he gets caught. 
It’s a very suicidal feeling. 

Q: This suicidal thing hap- 
pens a lot in your movies. Le Feu 
Follet is about suicide, of course. 
But it’s also in Zazie, when Phil- 
ippe Noiret is dancing on the 
Eiffel Tower and almost falling 
off, or at the end of Lacombe, 
when they almost let them- 
selves be captured. 

A: Well, I don’t really do that 
on purpose, but all these char- 
acters are defeated by life and 
time. They have found it very 
difficult to survive their youth. 
You know, the end of Zazie is 
very beautiful; it was taken from 
Raymond Queneau’s book. Af- 
ter so many things had hap- 
pened to Zazie in 24 hours, she 
was asked by her mother what 
had gone on. And she said, “I 
aged.” 

Q: What does that mean to 
you? 


A: Well, I loved that in the 
book. It’s the main reason I 
wanted to shoot it. It’s an ob- 
servation of the implacable rule 
that time is defeating us. My 
films are very different, I must 
say, but they have more things in 
common than people usually be- 


_ lieve. Most of the time my cen- 


tral characters are loners. I usu- 
ally take them for a period of cri- 
sis, like the Occupation in La- 
combe. And I’ve always had 
problems ending my films. Prac- 
tically every time — except my 
first film [Lift to the Scaffold in 
1957], which was a thriller — I’ve 
changed the ending from the 
script. It’s almost as if I were 
making films just to find out 
what the ending should be. And 
Murmur of the Heart — I really 
didn’t know how to finish that 
one. This idea of the family get- 
ting together and laughing came 
from the boy who played the 


part. 

Q: That film gets progres- 
sively more surreal. The incest 
scene is considered the center of 
the film, but I think on the con- 
trary it’s almost tacked on. 

A: I agree with you. The in- 
cest is just a consequence of so 
many things. It’s not like a cli- 
max. It’s just a little extra thing 
that happened. It would seem 
very normal as you were watch- 
ing the film, and the ending is 


very upbeat with everybody 
laughing. Then it was like a 
double take. I’ve seen .it — 
people going out of the film and 
stopping to say, ‘What did I see? 
My God, I’ve been fooled!’ And 
they get furious sometimes. I’ve 
had trouble with shrinks about 
this. In France, oh God, they 
were mad. 


Q: Well; that’s an upbeat end- 
ing, but most of your films end 
sadly. Is there an innate pessi- 
mism here? 


A: Yes. The character of Bel- 
mondo in The Thief of Paris is 
like anybody who goes out of his 
way to be a Creator. ‘He finds 
himself trapped. It’s a sad meta- 
phor. In France, some critics re- 
sented the film’s richness, the 
sets. And they completely 
missed the point of what I was 
trying to express visually. Bel- 
mondo was fighting his bour- 
geois milieu by stealing, but he 
was so successful that he be- 
came as rich as the people he 
stole from. He was taken by the 
decor and trapped by the furni- 
ture. This was the period [the 
1890s] when the bourgeoisie was 
absolutely triumphant. They 
had no doubts, no moral prob- 
lems. And their concept of ac-. 
cumulation could be seen in the 
heavy way they decorated their 
homes. They would put paint- 
ings next to each other and on 
top of each other. It’s this bour- 
gois notion of collection — mu- 
seums are a bourgeois inven- 
tion. 


Q: So you purposely built very 
crowded sets, and the color is 
very dark so that bright light 
doesn’t create extra space? 

A: Absolutely. Oppressive. 
Like rooms with no air, which I 
feel very much. That’s the way I 
remember my childhood. Homes 
like that with so many things on 
the walls and so much furniture 
all around that you could hardly 
walk. 

Q: I don’t want to get too 
Freudian, but there’s a womb- 
like element in this. Belmondo 
breaks into these old houses, 
which represent the world he 
came from. And he’s trapped, 
and it’s dark and warm _and 
crowded, and he always needs to 
go back in there. 

A: Yes, he has his own mys- 
tery, his own fantasy. After all, 
there is a very obvious sexual 
connotation inthe fact of being a 
thief. It’s clear in the beginning 
of the picture, with the prin- 
ciple of breaking and entering. I 
like the way Belmondo did it, 
_ this contained violence he 

as. 

Q: Yes, and then he looks very 
haggard at the end, as if after 
some sort of sexual activity. 

A: Yes, that was meant to be. 
And that’s what he lives for. The 
kind of work he does, that I do, 
becomes so obsessive that the 
rest of your life becomes secon- 
dary. It’s absurd. And it’s also 
suicidal. 


endearing, beautiful and scary. 
Dimly aware, nevertheless, that 
he cannot have, in one character, 
his heroine and his monster, too, 
De Palma adds an upright class- 
mate of Carrie’s with whom we are 
meant to sympathize when the 
Prom Queen proves too ghoulish. 
But Susie never amounts to more 
than a stick figure; in fact, the 
film’s characters and relation- 
ships, including the crucial one be- 
tween Carrie and her mother, are 
sham.

It ain't Zola

“I write about love and mon- 
ey,”’ Jane Austen once observed. 
“What else is there to write 
about?” The principle has not 
been lost on the makers of Keetje 
Tippel (the Dutch title trans- 
lates Keetje the Streetwalker), 
and they’ve even thrown in a 
fashionable dash of radical poli- 
tics, not to mention a final cred- 
it gravely assuring us everything 
in the film really happened. But 
principles and themes and even 
literal truth never redeemed any 
film, and they don’t redeem this 
one. 

It’s not that this story of a des- 
perately poor but attractive 
Dutch girl who manages to mar- 
ry into wealth and prestige 
wholly lacks lively or illumin- 
ating moments. On the con- 
trary, when Keetje Tippel allows 


its heroine (played by Monique 
van de Ven) to leave her clothes 
on for more than a few minutes, 
it often produces compelling so- 
cial vignettes. Take, for in- 
stance, her introduction to work 
in a laundry, where Keetje sud- 
denly discovers she must plunge 
her hands into nearly boiling wa- 
ter mixed with vitriol. Blood 
seeps around her finger nails and 
she wails in pain while the other 
laundresses, inured and con- 
temptuous, screech at her. But 
the next minute the superinten- 
dent, hoping for sex, saves her 
from their wrath and the ac- 
count of the industrial work of 
the poor comes to an abrupt end. 

It’s always like that for Keetje. 
Beaten by the police while tak- 
ing part in a radical parade, she 
goes to the hospital, where an old 
doctor, trembling as he exam- 
ines her bare chest, diagnoses 
tuberculosis and then offers her 
the necessary medicine if she will 
sleep with him. 

Well, if a woman must be vic- 
timized like that, she might as 


well be a whore, a moral which is 
as clear to Keetje as to her im- 
poverished mother. But the first 
man she approaches settles for a 
hand job and the second isn’t 
interested in sex at all — he hap- 
pens to be a radical artist who 
just wants her to pose for him. 

Keetje the would-be radical en- 
ters the fringes of high society, 
lives with a young banker on the 
make, and meets at last the 
charming, generous and very 
rich Pygmalion who luckily is 
just enough of a radical himself 
to qualify as a husband. 

Before marriage, however, she 
must endure numerous other 
sexual adventures, one at the 
urging of her own sister, a fat, 
coarse slut who induces Keetje to 
take part in a voyeuristic trio. A 
handy overhead mirror even al- 
lows Keetje to watch her sister 
masturbate. And, by coinci- 
dence, the audience in the thea- 
ter gets to watch too. And it’s all 
true. Who could ask for any- 
thing more? 

Keetje Tippel, in short, is a 


mess, part social history, part 
bildungsroman, part mobility 
tale, part porn film, put to- 
gether with so little concern for 
anything but its commercial pos- 
sibilities, with such eagerness for 
the gratuitous skin shot, that it 
stumbles from one episode to 
another. Only its photography is 
generally adept, and even this 
suffers from contradictory im- 
pulses to show the grim side of 
Dutch society and yet to make 
every scene look as lush as a 
Renoir painting. But 19th-cen- 
tury laundries weren’t generally 
as well-lit as a TV studio in full 
flood, and sometimes Monique 
van de Ven would have benefit- 
ed from a photographer who had 
the realistically tough eye of a 
Degas. The pretty moments and 
the effective vignettes never co- 
here, and compared, say, to 
Mario Monicelli’s The Organ- 
izer, which also deals with the 
sexual victimization of young 
women during 19th-century 
industrialization, this film is 
confused and feeble. 12)

. about exactly what happened 


last night at seemingly every 
theater opening, movie pre- 
miere, posh party, boite and sup- 
pery, disco and charity ball in 
Gotham. 

Earl’s modus operandi for 
graphing the showbiz pulse is re- 
citing guest lists, eliciting snap- 
py one-liners and spicy quips 
from, among others, chorines, 
cabbies, cops and comics (these 
are known as “Earl’s Pearls”: 
funnyman Morty Gunty jibes, 
for instance, that Zsa Zsa Gabor 
defines “divorce” as “bounty 
from the mutiny!”’), and spread- 
ing a canard or two vis-a-vis the 
imbibing and extra-marital pro- 
clivities of this or that celeb. 
Then there’s his familiar, hoary 
closing line, ““That’s Earl, bro- 
ther,” which is still the gossip in- 
dustry’s pacesetter. 

In any case, Earl Wilson would 
have been in his element had he 
transferred his base to Boston 
last week, which saw visits from 
Aerosmith (their first to their 
hometown in 17 months, after 
several snags and false starts) 
and George Harrison, who was 
chaperoned at a Copley Plaza 
press affair by Mo Ostin, presi- 
dent of Warner-Reprise (which 
has just signed the ex-Beatle). 

The ambiance backstage at 
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the Garden for the Monday night 
Aerosmith show was a combi- 
nation family reunion and Media 
Event, carefully supervised by 
Aerosmith’s security force, Don 
Law’s ushers and Boston’s finest. 
In attendance were wives, pa- 
rents, in-laws and friends of the 
band, a contingent of New York 
rock writers (one of whom, Frank 


Rose, was gathering field mate-— 


rial on Epic publicity woman and 
Warhol character actress Susan 
Blond), Blue Sky Records presi- 
dent Steve Paul (who had flown 
in the rock writers to see open- 
ing act Rick Derringer), Charles 
Laquidara and the “Electra- 
Cam 7” TV crew, deejays, local 
CBS promo men, and Aero- 
smith producer Jack Douglas. 
Steve Paul was buoyed by the 
response accorded his charges. 
Passing out a special Derringer 
radio lp, Live In Cleveland, he 
mentioned that plans are afoot

for the group to return to Boston 
around Christmas for a show- 
case concert. 

Columbia promo rep Sal In- 
geme was-thrilled by the pros- 
pect of Aerosmith’s new single, 
“Walk This Way” (actually it’s 
not so new, having been culled 
from 1975’s Toys in The Attic al- 
bum), reaching the upper eche- 
lons of the charts. In its first 
week on the Record World sur- 
vey, the tune was “Chartmaker 
of the Week” and bulleted at 
number 76. As well as singing the 


praises of “Walk This Way,” In- 


geme took a snapshot of three 
high school girls from Dedham, 
Paulie, Eileen and Judy, who 
posed with heartthrob Steven 
Tyler as they presented him with 


‘a plaque and a banner. 


While the backstage passel 
sipped beers and soft drinks, I 
asked Aerosmith guitarist Joe 
Perry for his impressions of the 


band’s recent maiden tour of Eu- 
rope. “We went over real well 
everywhere we played,’’ he 
sighed. “The kids knew about 
us. But the trip was boring. It 
was cold, the food was cooked 
with a layer of grease, room ser- 
vice was lousy, and when you 
turned on the TV in Sweden, 
Switzerland or Amsterdam, 
y'know, you couldn’t get into the 
shows. And we had to go through 
customs every other day. At least 
when you travel from Chicago to 
Cincinnati you don’t have to 
deal with guys wearin’ machine 
guns. And the really good 
clothes, the French and Italian 
stuff, is cheaper here. The only 
thing I bought was a remote con- 
trol car.

The strain of nearly six conse- 
cutive months of stentorian how- 
ling in stadia and arenas had 
taken its toll on Tyler and, as a 
result of his strafed larynx (and 
the pillaging of two MBTA cars 
by white hooligans on hooch prior 
to the concert), the next’s eve- 
ning’s performance was re- 
scheduled for December 14 and 
dates in four cities were can- 
celled. 

The recital over, I was intro- 
duced to Mr. and Mrs. Nick Jer- 
ret, whose daughter, Elissa, is 
married to Joe Perry. Mr. Jerret 
is a clarinetist and music edu- 
cator of some note (a biographi- 
cal sketch appears in Leonard 
Feather’s Encyclopedia of Jazz), 
and Mrs. Jerret used to sing with 
her husband’s combo. Mrs. Jer- 
ret briefly reminisced about the 
joy of hearing Max Roach play 
drums at a 52nd Street club dur- 
ing the bebop era and marveled 
at his musicality. Onstage at the. 
Garden, she had swayed in time 
to Aerosmith’s best-selling beat.

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Long Tall Dexter is still the boss -

Back in the ’20s, when Har- 

-lem’s pianists used to engage in 

cutting contests, it took more 

than musicianship to win the 
crowd's favor. The best stride 

players developed a_ theatri- 

cality as memorable as their key- 

board dexterity; each had a col- 

lection of trademarked gestures 

for approaching the piano, pre- 
7 paring it for performance, strik- 
ae ing the keys and acknowledging 
2 applause. But ticklers like Wil- 
lie “The Lion” Smith had noth- 
ing on Dexter Gordon, tenor 
saxophonist supreme, who might 
have mesmerized the SRO crowd 
at Sandy’s Jazz Revival a few 
Sundays ago without blowing a 
note. 

The mixture of blase hipness 
and unashamed fervor which 
Gordon projects might have been 
cribbed from a Kerouac novel, 
though the saxophonist’s per- 
sona is totally believable. At age 
53 he remains aristocratically 
handsome, with a face that 
would be striking enough on a 
man of average height. But Gor- 
don is six-feet-five — Long Tall 
Dexter, in the words of one of his 
- compositions — and all other 
= physical details are secondary to 
his frame’s size and power. One 
need only look at him to recog- 
nize a hard blower, a boss tenor; 
even the saxophone appears to 
take on new dimensions in his 
hands. 

The voice which emerges from 
that towering body is predict- 
ably deep and resonant. It says 
its piece slowly, laconically, with 
more than a tinge of put-on. The 
rhythm section receives mini-

mal cues: “Start with some 
‘Green Dolphin Street,’ ” Gor- 
don instructs, rolling his hands 
in a rhythmic motion, “Latin 
and four”’; later in the evening he 
will simply request “loose ‘Body 
and Soul,’ ba-bah-bah-bahhh- 
bah!” He’s a bit more verbal 
with the audience, always re- 
peating the song title (“We'd 
like to play an original called 
‘Fried Bananas’ — ‘Fried Bana- 
nas’ and reciting a minimally 
inflected snatch of lyrics before 
each ballad: ‘‘A country dance 
was being held in a garden/I felt 
a bump... and then an ‘Oh, beg 
your pardon.’/ Suddenly I see 
... Polka Dots ... and Moon- 
beams/All around . . .a pugnose 

. dream.” After the rousing 
ovation at the conclusion of his 
first set, Gordon offered a 
straight-faced ‘Thanks loads.”

Body language is more Gor- 
don’s style. When the spirit 
moves him, his knees flap like 
the wings of some great bird and 
his right shoulder begins craw- 
ling toward his ear. Heated mo- 
ments aren’t always accom- 
panied by this knee action, how- - 
ever; at one point Gordon bit off 
a series of staccato notes and 
quoted “Laura” while noncha- 
lantly tightening the neck of his 
tenor. What’s reliable is the pose 
Gordon strikes in acknowledg- 
ment of applause: body erect, 
head lowered, he holds his tenor 
before his chest with both hands 
in a horizontal, “present arms” 
position, as if to divert all credit 
to the horn from the horn’s 
manipulator. 

There was plenty of applause 
to acknowledge at Sandy’s, for 
Gordon’s music was as potent as 


bis charisma during the one- 
night stand. His first trip to Bos- 
ton in 15 years was squeezed in 
among lengthier jobs in New 


- York and Washington, all part of 


an extended home visit which 
will lead the expatriate to his na- 
tive Los Angeles for the holi- 
days. 

For a musician who landed his 
first “name’’ gig in 1940 (with 
Lionel Hampton), Gordon has 
spent an inordinately large por- 
tion of his career out of general 
circulation. After he recorded 
some of the greatest modern 
tenor tracks in the mid-’40s (re- 
issued this summer on Savoy’s 
Long Tall Dexter), problems 
with drugs and a stretch in pri- 
son kept him in obscurity for 
over a decade. He continued to 
blow a strong tenor — as the re- 
cently reissued Dexter Gordon: 
The Bethlehem Years (from 
1955) demonstrates — but it was 
not until Gordon returned to 
New York and began recording 
for Blue Note in 1961 that his 
influence on the Rollins-Col- 
trane generation of tenor play- 
ers was acknowledged. It was 
also in ’61 that Gordon last 
visited Boston (billed as the 
“West Coast Tenor Fiend,” he 
appeared at Connolly’s in Rox- 
bury), but the less-than-thriv- 
ing American jazz scene of the 
early ’60s prompted his move to 
Copenhagen the following year. 
He still resides in the Danish 
capital, plays throughout Eu- 
rope, and: has made only brief, 
sporadic visits home in the last 
decade. 

Gordon’s brand of tenor play- 
ing demands little analysis for he 


doesn’t deal in abstract sonor- 
ities or intricately linked the- 
matic developments. His style 
might even be dubbed meat- 
and-potatoes bebop tenor, for it 
revels in hearty chord changes 
and unabashed swing. While he 
will occasionally display his vir- 
tuosity by peeling off a lengthy 
and perfectly executed arpeg- 
gio, most of the techniques in 


_Gordon’s arsenal are more basic: 


simple phrases maneuvered 
throughout the tenor’s range and 
a song’s chord structure; empha- 
tic lower-register exclamations; 
turns of phrase which fall be- 
hind the beat yet maintain a jug- - 
gernaut momentum; casual runs 
that conclude prematurely on 
unexpected intervals; jagged 
riffs set against the basic pulse; 
fluttered wails and churlish 


honks. Everything Gordon plays ~ 


is rhythmically charged, and 
everything is stated in the hard- 
est, fullest, most macho tenor 
sound. 

Extended melodic creation is 
not what Gordon is about; his 
approach is too fragmented, his 
phrases too familiar. While his 
lyrical streak will surface on bal- 
lads, any tempo above a lope is 
more likely to find him focusing 
on harmonic structure.-The two 
originals he performed at San- 
dy’s, ‘““Antabus” (a blues) and 
“Fried Bananas” (based on “It 


Could Happen to You’’), were © 


simply common bop licks over 
good changes. Gordon has no 
need for the subtler niceties of-’ 
the improvisational art, since he . 
swings so hard and achieves so ~ 
many magnificent moments that..

Gil Scott-Heron household

“Wait a minute — don’t tell 
me,” said Gil Scott-Heron when 
introduced to me. “Is Gil Scott- 
Heron battling “The Bottle’?” 
Thinking he was trying to anti- 
cipate my first question, I 
quickly shook my head no. Then 
it sunk in that he was quoting 


the headline of a small piece I 
had written about him almost 


two years ago. (Later he made a 
reference to my review in the 
Phoenix of his From South Afri- 
ca to South Carolina.) It should 
come as no surprise, though, that 


Gil Scott-Heron reads his press. 


As a member in good standing of 
Clive Davis’s Arista family, he 
wants to sell records; and like 
even the lowliest pop act, Gil 
Scott-Heron knows the value of 
publicity. Mentioning a recent 
Playboy article that was occa- 
sionally less than flattering to 
him, he complained that the 
writer had made several er- 
roneous assumptions, but then 
he shrugged, “Bad publicity is 
better than none at all.” 

Yet Gil Scott-Heron isn’t the 
lowliest of pop acts. His reputa- 
tion has been made as a fiery 
black poet and songwriter, 
author of such counter-culture 
favorites as “The Revolution 
Will Not Be Televised” (a song 
covered by Labelle several years 
back), “No Knock” and “Whitey 
on the Moon.” His recording 
debut in the late 60s, on Bob 
Thiele’s Flying Dutchman label, 
was made as a revolutionary 
street poet, a then-fashionable 
guise that had brought the Last 
Poets fleeting fame. But times 
have changed for all of us, Gil 
Scott-Heron included. Though 
many are of the opinion that 
Scott-Heron is a relic of the early 
70s (a harsh appraisal that bet- 
ter suits Sly Stone), it’s evident 
that he has been able to make 
the transition. His appearance in 
Playboy, Newsweek or even 
People (he says they contacted 
him about an article but never 
followed through) hardly raises 
an eyebrow. It’s almost as if Gil 


Scott-Heron has become a 
household radical. 

The relationship between poli- 
tics and pop music has always 
been an uneasy one. While the 
white counter-culture of the late 
60s embraced rock music as a 
revolutionary force, the cele- 
brated kick in the ass that Peter 
Townsend gave Abbie Hoffman 
at Woodstock put to rest such 
fanciful notions. Since the Im- 
pressions’ exhortations of the 
mid- and late ’60s, though, 
political themes have become 
prominent in black pop music. 
The early part of this decade 
produced a slew of bitter and 
often incisive social and cul- 
tural statements, ranging from 
Sly’s There’s A Riot Goin’ On to 
Marvin Gaye’s What’s Goin’ On, 


not on 


The last poet in 


but the combination of soul and 
politics in the mid-’70s has often 
taken the shape of formula pro- 
tests like Gamble and Huff's 
“The Rich Get Richer” or the 
simple sloganeering of the Isleys’ 
“Fight the Power.” (When asked 
if-he thought such assembly-line 
message songs were of any value, 
Scott-Heron slyly replied that 
one has to look at the lifestyles of 
the writers to make that deter- 
mination.) 

Gil Scott-Heron has never 
been a writer of facile, pop-soul 
political pap. His roots are in the 
college-bred politics and protest 
movement of the late 60s, and 
unlike many from that era who 
have either disappeared (Last 
Poets, Donny Hathaway) or pre- 
occupied themselves with other 


concerns (Marvin Gaye, Sly), Gil 
Scott-Heron has stuck by his 
guns. Still, the political and so- 
cial stagnation of recent years 
seems even to have had its ef- 
fect on him: Jt’s Your World, his 
latest effort (half of which was 
recorded live at Paul’s Mall), 
lacks the immediacy of his past 
work. In fact, the live half of the 
new album and his recent Mall 
appearance. both.gerve to illus- 
trate the problems he has with 
presenting his studio material. 
Pieces of a Man is my favorite 
Gil Scott-Heron album. A ses- 
sion recorded in New York in 
1971 with, among others, Cor- 
nell Dupree, Bernard Purdie and 
Hubert Laws, it contains some 
truly outstanding songs (the 
chilling “Home Is Where the 


Hatred Is,” for one). Perhaps 
prodded by the formidable ‘ses- 
sion line-up, Scott-Heron is at 
his most melodic here. The songs 
from Pieces of a Man continue to 
be, along with his disco hits 
“The Bottle” and ‘“Johannes- 
burg,’’ Scott-Heron’s best- 


known work. Extended versions _ 
of both “The Bottle” and “Home © 


Is Where the Hatred Is” are in- 
cluded on the live half of the new 
album. -Scott-Heron and part- 
ner Brian Jackson obviously 
have a good feel for stage dy- 
namics: the two songs are killer 
cuts that overwhelm the less fo- 
cused studio-recorded songs on 
the remainder of the record. 
While Scott-Heron maintains 
he could sing better if he wanted 
to (he insists his parched bari- 
tone simply fits his songs), his 
voice remains an annoyance. 
True, his acerbic, monotonic 
delivery does enhance some of 
his work, particularly uptempo 
material, but his vocal de- 
ficiencies are too often promi- 
nent, and underscored by nood- 
ling arrangements. What his 
Midnight Band seems to need is 
a producer other than Scott- 
Heron and Jackson, one who has 
a real feel for Scott-Heron’s 
music and the manner in which 
he chooses to present it (the 
Midnight Band uses three per- 
cussionists and no guitarist). An 
outside producer might curb 
some of the excess, spruce up the 
horns and provide direction 


without resorting to session © 


musicians, strings and other cur- 
rent studio trappings. 
Gil Scott-Heron, at his best, is 


a commanding lyricist, a fact ~

Elton John: . 
BLUE MOVES 
(MCA) 

Why did Elton John decide to 
remake Tumbleweed Connec- 
tion? That’s more or less what 
you get in the double lp Blue 
Moves, a collection of ballads 
and moderate rockers that leaves 
behind the flash of Elton’s re- 
cent years. Many of the chord 
changes, melodic directions and 
even vocal inflections (hear 
“Where’s the Shoorah?’’) 
lifted from that earlier and in- 
finitely more successful album. 
The interest in Americana and 
rural folks, a la ““Country Com- 
fort,” is revived in “One Horse 
Town” and “Shoulder Holster”; 
the jagged dirge of ‘Talking Old 
Soldiers” finds new form in 
“Idol”; and traces of the ethe- 
reality of ‘“‘Where To Now, St. 
Peter?’”’ can be detected in 
“Cage the Songbird.” 

Tumbleweed Connection re- 
mains John’s most memorable 
album: ther: the perfect bal- 
ance between sentimentzl bal- 
lad and intelligent rocker (which 
“Burn Down the Mission,” at 
least in. comparison to John’s 
later work, has proven to be) was 
struck. The Taupin-John 
chemistry seemed organic, un- 
forced, capable of producing un- 
expected compounds. So it 
makes sense that if John were in- 
terested in plundering the past, 


- this would be the appropriate 


trove. But why retreat at all from 
the hard rock that’s brought him 
such outsize riches? 

In the recent Rolling Stone 
interview in which he disclosed 
his bisexuality, John appeared 
dissatisfied, lonely, almost a 
little embarrassed about the 
kind of music he was perform- 
ing. He led readers to believe 
Blue Moves was going to be a 
kind of stretching out, an ex- 
periment, an effort to expand his 
genre. Whatever John’s motiva- 
tions (one suspects calculation 
when such a mechanical star ex- 
poses himself), Blue Moves is an 
attempt to draw away from the 
strictly teen audience towards 
John Denver and Chicago terri- 
tory. Their brand of pop, which 
appeals to a much broader age 
group than John’s, is a better 
long-range investment. 

It also takes a lot less energy to 


_ perform, and John, who has al- 


ways struck me as rather con- 
servative and business-first for a 
raver, must consider his ad- 
vancing years. The idea, then, is 
to return to the blue chips. Not 
surprisingly, Blue Moves is 
about as exciting as a stock port- 
folio.

Wendy Waldman: 
THE MAIN REFRAIN 
(Warner Bros.) 

It’s a rare singer-songwriter 
who is original and assured 
enough to unashamedly admit, 


as Joni Mitchell can, that she 
doesn’t know what chord she’s 
playing and doesn’t care. Too 
many, intimidated by the vir- 
tuoso sidemen they can finally 
afford, attempt to make their 
songs correspondingly sophisti- 
cated. Wendy Waldman, who 
once seemed a more-than-prom- 
ising writer, clearly belongs to 
this second, accommodating 
group which obligingly destroys 
what’s best about its music in 
the mistaken belief that com- 
plexity can only improve a song. 

Thus The Main Refrain, even 
more than last year’s Wendy 
Waldman, is full of belabored, 
meandering, over-arranged 
tunes. Gone are the compact 
musical statements and direct 
lyrics that made her earlier work 
strong. Waldman has aban- 
doned the traditional chord 
changes that she understood well 
enough to employ unexpec- 
tedly. (In “Cold Back,” for in- 
stance, she pitted the language 
and vocalizations of blues 
against the ambiguous 
major/minor feel of a modal 
melody to produce a spare, un- 
settling lament more chilling 
than most blues.) Unhappily, 
Waldman has not mastered the 
sophisticated genres she now at- 
tempts to use. Consequently, the 
title song and “West Coast 
Blues” sound, at best, like pale, 
funkish imitations and, at worst, 
like misguided parodies of black 
music. 

Her lyrics, too, have suffered 


~in attempting to be up-to-date. 


Where Waldman’s laments once 
were simple and _ straight-for- 
ward, her narratives now are de- 
liberately obscure and -down- 


right aggravating. This is not to 
suggest that ambiguous lyrics 
are a crime against critics. When 
Steely Dan say they’re never go- 
ing back to their old school, the 
reasons they suggest, albeit con- 
fusing, are intriguing; but when 
Waldman sings that she hopes to 
be back by fall, she offers no 
clues as to why it should matter 
one way or the other. 

What’s sad is that Waldman 
has cooperated so meekly in her 
own decline. If she had been 
more arrogant about her talents 
and less willing to change with 
the times, she might have made 
a tougher, more truly sophisti- 
cated album.

Sonny Fortune: 
WAVES OF DREAMS 
(Horizon) 

Sonny Fortune has had lots of 
time and two of the decade’s 
most prestigious gigs (as fea- 
tured reed soloist with both 
McCoy Tyner and Miles Davis) 
to hone his skills, and it’s in- 
teresting to see where it all leads 
when he makes music under his 
own name. While a few jazz/rock 
trappings are present on Waves 
of Dreams (Fender Rhodes re- 
placing acoustic piano on three 
pieces, occasional synthesizer ef- 
fects), Fortune's conceptions owe 
greater allegiance to the Col- 
trane-through-Tyner axis of 
slow-moving changes, complex 
percussion lines and incanta- 
tory solos. By including some 
touches that look back to hard 
bop (a trumpet joins Fortune’s 
reeds to form a two-horn front 
line, and a ballad moves into 
obligatory double-time), For- 
tune arrives at the prototypical 


1976 “straight” jazz session. 
Waves of Dreams and For- 
tune’s previous Awakening have 
been very well-received; few 
other recent albums display such 
a strong commitment to hard 
blowing, and Fortune has be- 
come an increasingly convinc- 
ing soloist. If the albums have a 
weakness, it’s their composi- 
tions. Simply too many are 
vamp pieces with slothful, un- 
exceptional melodies that take 
too long to state. It sounds as if 
more attention is given to the 
bass lines than to the horn leads. 
As a writer, Fortune is more con- 
cerned with creating blowing 
situations than compositions, a 
problem shared by most players 


‘in the Coltrane school. Perhaps 


more frequent use of other 
players’ material, like Jymie 
Merritt’s “Nommo”’ on Awaken- 
ing, would be the solution. 

The solo work is far more re- 
warding. Fortune can still make 
his soprano sax lines skip and 
writhe, and ‘‘Revelation” sug- 
gests that he is beginning to 
recognize his limitations on flute 
and work within them. But his 
most convincing instrument re- 
mains alto sax. With fewer con- 
temporary models to emulate 
here, Fortune lets more of his 
own distinct voice through. His 
habit of stretching his long tones 
out of shape is appealing on “A 
Space in Time’’ and 
“Thoughts,” and a new mastery 
of space and contrast makes “In 
Waves of Dreams” one of his 
finest recorded solos. 

‘The rest of the band does its 
job well. Charles Sullivan is a 
very poised trumpet player, and

every solo contains two or three 
brilliant stretches of essence de 
jazz tenor. 

No one quotes other songs in 
mid-solo as incessantly as Gor- 
don. While an occasional refer- 
ence at Sandy’s commented on 
the main material (“I Had the 
Craziest Dream” in the middle 
of “The Days of Wine and 
Roses”), and one pair of allu- 
sions appeared as parenthetical 
pillars at the beginning and end 
of a blues solo, most of the quot- 
ing was random. The audience 
loved the bebop themes Gordon 
inserted in his ‘‘Wee Dot’’ solo, 
and drummer Alan Dawson 
laughed out loud at every Lester 
Young citation. (Stage-side 
spectators could hear Dawson 
commenting, with wonder in his 
voice, to Gordon after the lat- 
ter’s “You’ve Changed” solo, 
“You played some _ interpola- 
tions, man, that were beau- 
tiful.”) Theme-dropping of this 
nature is usually much more ef- 
fective when done sparingly, but 
Gordon was able to reach for 
something extra. At the very mo- 
ment I was convinced I could 
hear the quotes coming, Gordon 
inserted a line which began as 
“This is My Lucky Day” but 
magically transmuted into 
“Donkey Serenade” — quote on 
top of quote!

rushed) or getting in Gordon’s 
way (McKinley broke into Gor- 
don’s “‘You’ve Changed” coda 
twice, and the tenorman finally 


turned and muttered, “I’ve got: 


it’). Sometimes Gordon had to 
salvage things, as on his heroic 
“Body and Soul” recapitula- 
tion, but more often the trio was 
able to pull itself together. 
Straight time playing seemed to 
suit them best, though they 
created one dazzling moment 
during ‘“‘Green Dolphin Street”: 
McKinley and Dawson seemed 
to roll the Atlantic Ocean be- 
neath Gordon while Maleson’s 
bass climbed the mast for a look 
at the horizon. 

As a piano soloist, McKinley 
spent too much time sloshing 
around with tremolo. His blues 
choruses had more direction and 
greater impact, particularly: his 
“Antabus” spot, which was insist- 
ently linear in the manner of 
early McCoy Tyner. Maleson, 
summoned only a few hours be- 
fore the gig, was initially shaky 
but gained confidence after the 
first set and began driving the 
band; Dawson, who thoroughly 
enjoyed his reunion with Gor- 
don, worked sticks and brushes 
like the master he is — though 
his drums often cooked away ra- 
ther than commenting on the 
tenor lines. On balance, it was a 
good rhythm section, though not 
a great one like Sonny Clark, 
Butch Warren and Billy Higgins 
on Gordon’s Blue Note master- 
pieces Go! and A Swingin’ Af- 
fair, or Kenny Drew, Niels Hen- 
ning and Albert Heath on the re- 
cent SteepleChase import, The 
Apartment. 

But the rhythm section was 
not about to impede Dexter Gor- 
don’s triumphal return, and Bos- 
ton listeners were as ecstatically 
impressed as New York fans had 
been a few weeks earlier. As 
much as anything else, they were 
responding to the integrity of 
Gordon’s playing. His music has 
no time for commercial conces- 
sions or fashionable frills; it is 
simply honest and pure jazz. 
With idols falling all over the 
place (several members of the 
audience lamented that this was 
what a Sonny Rollins perform- 
ance should sound like), such 
uncompromisingly direct music 
is the greatest surprise of all. 
Yes, Dexter Gordon was magni- 
ficent, but he could have played 
this well on any good night in the 
past 15 years. Instead, he exer- 
cised his legendary sénse of tim- 
ing and waited until we were 
despérate.

Macbeth is the first of the ma- 
ture Shakespearean tragedies to 
be tackled by the burgeoning 
Boston Shakespeare Company, 
whose raucous, revved-up ren- 
ditions of the Bard’s slight come- 
dies are the delight of latter-day 
groundlings. The most fatalistic 
of Shakespeare’s plays, its action 
a grim winding-down of the 
mechanism set in motion by the 
witches, Macbeth is nonetheless 
subject to varying interpre- 
tations, and director Anita Barz- 
man appears to have credited 
most of them. According to the 
BSC program, “We discover our- 
selves through our actions, and 
in Macbeth life becomes a night- 
mare of self-knowledge. [It is] a 
compelling play of murder, guilt 
and obsession.” This sounds 
closer to Alfred Hitchcock than 
to Jan Kott, the Polish avant- 
gardist who sees all of Shake- 
speare as a gaping existential 
metaphor, but the BSC Mac- 
beth is devoid of an overriding 
concept: Macbeth is both his 
own (or rather, his wife’s) man 
and a puppet of the Fates. 

Basically, Barzman has di- 
rected a stark, burly, antisep- 
tically competent Macbeth,

it's all in his head: Ramon Ramos confronts Banquo’s ghost. 


more anxious than bloody, in 
which the protagonist’s guilt and 
paranoia drive him crazy. Signi- 
ficantly, Banquo’s dripping 
ghost is but thin air here, 
unquestionably a bogey of Mac- 
beth’s compunctious imagina- 
tion and not a regurgitation from 
the grave. On the other hand, the 
witches are treated quite liter- 
ally, appearing as crazy-coiffed 
crones on a Halloween heath. 
More crafty than foul or fester- 
ing, they cavort like childish per- 
sonifications of Destiny with a 
hand-held effigy of Macbeth. 
More puzzling, one of the Weird 


Sisters does double-duty in the 


fourth act as a neighborly sa- 


maritan, a harbinger of impen- 
ding doom to the Macduff house- 
hold. What! Have the witches 
some shred of conscience or re- 
morse for having triggered the 
murder mechanism? 

As if taking their cue from the 
waffling witches, Macbeth’s 
henchmen also grow fastidious, 
declining to do their dirty busi- 
ness before spectators. The mur- 
der of Banquo has been deleted 
from the script, and even Lady 
Macduff is whistled offstage be- 
fore being dispensed with. Ei- 


ther director Barzman is’ too 
squeamish for the gore that is a 
central image in Macbeth, or she 
makes a deliberate choice to 
stick with the play’s psychiatric 
aspect. Whether her intent is to 
portray Macbeth’s mental disin- 
tegration, or the march of fate as 
just as tromp-tromp relentless as 
Birnam Wood’s to Dunsinane, or 
both, the BSC Macbeth is 
remarkably neat. Its persistence 
is embodied in Bob Toomey’s 
irksome, otherworldly, elec- 
tronic sound; its orderliness epit- 
omized by the staging of Mac- 


beth’s final downfall. The entire 
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big Mac without ketchup? 


- fifth act of the play is stylized, 


distilled into two alternating ta- 
bleaux: Macbeth keeping ner- 
vous vigil on the stage floor; stoic 
Malcolm et al. unavoidable on 
the roughhewn stair. Finally 
there is the inevitable cacophony 
of swords, and even this takes on 
an eerie precision. 

What’s most exciting about 
the BSC Macbeth is an actor by 
the name of Ramon Ramos, who 
alternates with David Wiles in 
the title role, each playing Mac- 
beth to the other’s Macduff. 
Wiles, on the night I attended, 


.was a nobly vengeful if percep- 


‘tibly stiff Macduff and Ramos a. 
fiercely cognizant Macbeth, his 
voice a powerful rumble, his wiry 
body a small battering ram to be 
hurled — first with fury, then 
despair, and once almost liter- 
ally — agairist horrors. (Oc- 
casionally, and this is a minor 
cavil, Ramos gets carried away 
with cadence; too many Royal 
Shakespeare Co. records.) Un- 
fortunately, Meb Boden’s cool- 
as-a-cuke Lady Macbeth is less 
compelling, schoolmarmish in 
the crucial scenes surrounding 
Duncan’s demise, and almost 
perky when sleepwalking. The 
caliber of supporting perform- 
ances varies but, on the whole, 
the BSC has met the challenge of 
its first major tragedy quite cred- 
ibly. This is no Macbeth to set 
the world on fire, but it’s sub- 
stantial proof that there’s more 
in the BSC cupboard than 
“Trix” and other high-energy 
cereal.

Irish potatoes, poets, and po- 
licemen have all managed to 
make their way to Boston, but 
Dublin’s legendary. Abbey 
Theater has stayed away for 
the last 38 years. From Novem- 
ber 29 through December 4, 
however, the Abbey will bring 
its first American tour since 
1936 to Boston’s Shubert Thea- 
ter for eight performances 
sponsored by the Boston Phoe- 
nix. It’s the Golden Anniver- 
sary of the Abbey’s premier of 
Sean O’Casey’s The Plough 
and the Stars, and the Dub- 
liners will be performing this 
modern classic with a cast that 
includes Cyril Cusack as Flu- 
ther Good and Siobhan Mc- 
Kenna as Bessie Burgess. 

Although Irish journalist

live up,” it would be difficult 
indeed for any theater to justi- 
fy consistently a reputation like 

“the Abbey’s. Founded in 1904, 
the Abbey has counted among 
its. playwright-directors. Will- 
iam Butler Yeats, Lady Gre- 
gory, George Fitzmaurice, Pad- 
raic Colum, Lennox Robinson, 
and T.C. Murray. But the art- 
ists who contributed most to its 
reputation as “the cradle of 
genius” (in Yeats’s phrase) 
were John Millington Synge, 
whose work dominated Dublin 
theater in the 1900s, and Sean 
O’Casey, who took over in the 
20s. 

Both Synge’s greatest work, 
The Playboy of the Western 
World, and O’Casey’s The 
Plough and the Stars have 
added another side to the Ab- 


bey’s repute, a legacy of riot- 
ing. When Synge’s comedy 
opened at the Abbey in 1907, a 
melee brought the house down. 
And when it arrived in New 
York, in 1911, Irish-Americans 
threw eggs, tomatoes, and 
potatoes before storming the 
stage. 

O’Casey’s Plough and the 
Stars, an account of the unsuc- 
cessful Easter Week Rebellion 
of 1916 (in which O’Casey him- 
self had participated), touched 
off similar riots on the fourth 
night of its Abbey premier in 
1926. Although it has its comic 
moments, the play is a biting 
indictment of the Irish nat- 
ionalist tendency to roman- 
ticize violence. Its story of Jack 
Clitheroe, who goes out to fight 
in the Irish Citizen Army des- 


pite the remonstrances of his 
wife, Nora (and, sure enough, 
she’s a widow before the play 
ends), includes a sharply criti- 
cal portrait of Dublin tene-

stone Cops to frontier whores 
and a Gilded Age barroom. 
Cheap shots for which the period 
does not account, such as the 
aforementioned jurist’s remark 
that “They don’t call me the 
hangin’ judge because I’m well- 
built” and Sly’s that “I'll give 
"em all the finger, from the 
grave,” are fired off anyway with 
awesome abandon. 


Superimposing a mealy- 
mouthed denouement in which 
Sly is allowed to escape the jaws 
of justice, changing his name to 
Jason Fleecing and setting sail 
for Africa (probably to swindle 
Tarzan), Gelbart otherwise ap- 
propriates Volpone’s modus 
operandi without its moral fer- 
vor. The new ending would, of 
course, make Jonson apoplectic, 
but farce and justice just aren’t 
compatible. Consequently, what 
was a severe ethical comedy. be- 
comes a hectic, amoral frivol. 
The characters, instead of being 


defined in classic fashion by 
their “humours,” are delineated 
by their jokes. Crouch is old and 
cheap; Truckle is shleppy and 
jealous; Craven is shifty. Jon- 
son’s dramatis personae are 
schematically but not so far- 
cically drawn. And, except for 
minor characters Gelbart has 
eliminated, they are a genuinely 
unpleasant lot, not clowns with- 
out consequence. The milieu in 
which they lurk is one of greed, 
lechery and disease (not just 


_jokes about greed, lechery and 


disease), counterbalanced by a 
vengeful justice. Volpone’s en- 
tourage of parasites and patsies 
is distasteful; Foxwell Sly’s are 
just funny. Even the middle- 
aged Oliver Twist who does Sly’s 
dirty work does so out of indebt- 
edness rather than junior-ro- 
guery and eventually comes close 
to developing a conscience, or at 
least a fear of drowning in his 
own duplicity. In Sly Fox, chas- 
tity and honor are just grist for 
the jest-mill; venery and _ vil- 
lainy their comic foils. Justice 
and its he-man harbinger are 
part of the gag. Obviously, when 
the entire action has been so fu- 


riously innocuous, the sudden 
imposition of retribution would 
jar. Why, stringing up these bo- 
zos, especially after all that gal- 
lows humor, would be like flog- 
ging a sponge! So Mr. Sly is per- 
mitted to go (pardon the pun) 
scot-free. He’s even granted the 
last laugh and, of enna, the last 
laugh-line. 

Actually, what Gelbart has 
done to Volpone isn’t very dif- 
ferent from what he did to Rob- 
ert Altman’s M*A*S*H: rob it of 
its cruel bite and turn it into a 
carefree sitcom. Having a flair 
for punchlines, he does this sort 
of thing with consummate skill, 
if not always with discretion. Sly 
Fox suffers gag-glut: many of the 
one-liners are zingy indeed, but 
their onslaught is so relentless 
that the jocundity eventually be- 
comes numbing. Certainly we 
could get along without such 
strained waggery as “Any talk 
about bed will have to be 
couched”’ and “I was willing to 
lay down my wife for him.” Gen- 
erally speaking, the merriment 
over Sly’s moribundity is livelier 
than the worn-out sex humor 
(let’s permanently retire the old 


resurrection/erection double en- 


tendre). Too often it seems that 
preposterous situations have 
been contrived just to facilitate a 
‘quip: Truckle, for example, is 
made a volunteer fireman for the 
sake of some sexual puns on the 
word “‘hose.”” And at Volpone’s 
rape trial, Mrs. Truckle takes on 
an uncharacteristic flippancy 
about her much-touted piety, to 
wit: “Do I have time to catch a 
quick mass somewhere?” It oc- 
curred to me, though, when 
Judge Bastardson (that’s his 
name, honest!) commented to 
the court clerk ‘“The woman is a 
bimbo,” that this brief thumb- 
nail sketch also suits Corvino’s 
wife Celia in Volpone. In this 
play, as in its classical name- 
sake, the varlets are certainly 
less insipid, if also less admir- 
able, than the virtuous. 

The most relaxed, incisive act- 
ing in Sly Fox is by Hector Eli- 
zondo, an appropriately spidery 
yet appealing Simon Able. John 
Heffernan is an amusingly 
creepy Craven and Jack Gilford 
a crotchety Crouch, but Bob 
Dishy steals the show as Truckle. 
A more earnestly shmucky, 


primly buttoned and behatted 
vulture I’ve never seen. As for 
the legendary George C., he does 
double-duty, playing the Judge 
like’ a more menacing Richard 
Boone and Sly with an unchar- 
acteristic light farce touch. 
Judging from Penn’s direction 
and the acting, the whole troupe 
thinks ‘this.is a Bacon rather 
than a Jonson revival, but given 
that the play is broadly played, 
it’s well-played. And George 
Jenkins’s intricately arranged, 
ornately gingerbready scenery 
(and the soldiers popping out of 
closets) gives the farce a Fey- 
deau flavor. 

Certainly Sly Fox is not the 
first Broadway comedy to imi- 
tate not life or art but tele- 
vision. From Neil Simon to dis- 
ciple Bernard Slade, the laugh- 
track has proved a reliable path 
to fame and fortune. But if the 
theater is to become the bastion 
of slick television gag-writers, 
why should we venture away 
from our sets? At least in the 
privacy of our rumpus rooms we 
can take in Masterpiece Thea- 
tre and M*A*S*H on separate 
evenings.

MONTY PYTHON AND THE HOLY

talk, but. many sequences are for die-hard 
mavens only.

THE NEXT MAN. Richard ( Vanishing 
Point, The Man Who Loved Cat Danc- 
ing) Sarafian lays an egg with this well- 
dressed boondoggle about international 
intrigue. Sean Connery, gamely nasaliz- 
ing his Scottish burr, portrays an Arab 
leader with an unlikely plan in which Is- 
rael would exchange technological know- 
how for Arab oil and, in one swell foop, be- 
come an OPEC nation.

PICKPOCKET. Although he was at first 
unaware of it, Robert Bresson’s inspira- 
tion for this brilliant study of the urge to 
steal’ was Dostoevsky’s Crime and Pun- 
ishment. Like Raskolnikov, Michel is 
urged toward his crime not by a need for 
money or even for the thrill of danger, but 
out of a compulsion to sin, to confront 
God. In the world of this quiet, precisely 
orchestrated film, crime becomes a meta- 
phor for pride and prison a model of the 
soul, to which Bresson’s thief finally must 
surrender — and wherein he finds his ca- 
pacity for love. As usual, Bresson uses an 
extraordinary crew of non-professional ac- 
tors, and his film is full of faces, hands, 
objects, and carefully chosen sounds. 
Luminous and haunting, and an interest- 
ing companion to Louis Malle’s The Thief 
of Paris (qv). Brattle. 

PINK FLAMINGOS. John Waters ven- 
tures into the outer fringes of bad taste: he 
even has his elephantine sex star Divine 
devour a handful of dog shit. Sure enough, 
she can't quite stomach it, and neither 
will most viewers. Nevertheless, this is a 
one-of-a-kind picture, a sex and violence 
fest whose sole raison d'etre is to gross us 
out. That dog shit isn’t everybody’s cup of 
tea goes without saying. Orson Welles. 
PIPE DREAMS. Gladys Knight (!) stars 
in this tale of an enterprising woman who 
pursues her husband’to Alaska, where he’s 
at work on the pipeline. It’s cold up there, 
but the film is meant to be heartwarm- 
ing.

THE PRODUCERS. Me! Brooks, like 
Woody Allen, may be at his funniest in his 
least polished, most uneven films. The 
story of a daffy crew of down-and-outs who 
decide to grossly oversell their egregious 
musical, let the thing flop and then take 
the money and run. The picture explodes 
when the show, Springtime for Hitler, cat- 
ches on. Zero Mostel and Gene Wilder are 
the schemers, Dick Shawn lends his flair 
as a rock star with very weird rhythm, and 
Kenneth Mars resembles a rejuvenated 
Sid Caesar in the role of a gung-ho Nazi 
who becomes a Broadway star. There’s 
never been another film like it. Central 
Square. 

RITZ. A iewd, mechanical farce of 
the sort that usually plays better on the 
stage, where the frantic disorder in so 
small a space can be fun. Indeed, Terence 
McNally’s original play, about a garbage 
man from Cleveland who hides out from 
his murderous brother-in-law in a gay 
bathhouse, was a Broad-way smash. Un- 
fortunately, Richard Lester’s jumpy, stri- 
dent screen version (from McNally’s own 
script) is a frenetic, mirthless orgy of goos- 
ing and fag-baiting. Only Jack Weston 
manages to perform at his own tempo.

RUSS MEYER’S UP. Another boob-fest 
from the master of lubricity.

THE SAILOR WHO FELL FROM 
GRACE WITH THE SEA. If Yukio 
Mishima’s morbidly philosophical novel is 
impossible to translate to the screen, no- 
thing could have better demonstrated this 
than Lewis John Carlino’s_ insensitive, 
overblown version. The brutal tale of a 
boy who sets out to destroy his mother’s 
lover has been clumsily transplanted from 
Japan to cozy Devonshire, where Mishi- 
ma’s metaphysics seem little more than 
highfalutin adjuncts to a neurotic love 
story. With Kris Kristofferson badly mis- 
cast as the lover, and sexy Sarah Miles as 
the mother. 733. 

SAMURAI ASSASSIN. Kihachi Oka- 
moto’s big-budget portrait of the end of 
Japan’s feudal era (and the waning of the 
Tokugawa military regime). The narra- 


tive follows a group of assassins recruiting 
mercenaries to murder Minister li and 
overthrow the government. Toshiro Mi- 
fune stars as one of the mercenaries who, 
unknowingly, happens to be Ii’s son. Park 
Square. 


- SAMURAI REBELLION. With his ear- 


lier Harakiri (1962), this 1967 filmis one of 
Masaki Kobayashi’s finest studies of re- 
bellion against unfeeling authority. To- 
shiro Mifune plays a retired patriarch who 
is asked by his feudal lord to accept a dis- 
carded concubine as his son’s wife. Al- 
though this augurs ill, Mifune must obey, 
and, fortunately, the son’s marriage 
proves blissful beyond his wildest dreams. 
Unfortunately, the capricious lord calls 
back his former concubine, and the out- 
raged Mifune decides to fight the entire 
samurai corps if necessary in protest. Co- 
starring Tatsuya Nakadai, with many of 
Kobayashi’s famous action sequences. 
Park Square. 

SEVEN BEAUTIES. Giancarlo Gian- 

nini plays a macho Everyitalian (as us- 

ual) whom the horrors of life in a concen- 
tration camp force to consider whether 
mere survival isn't enough, especially in a 
world turned topsy-turvy by war, sex and 
Lina Wertmuller’s somewhat numbing 
cinematic pyrotechniques. Though this is 
her most technically accomplished film, it 
is not her best, and the tale suffers from a 
surfeit of effects. A subplot about Gian- 
ini's courtship of a monstrous lady com- 
mandanfe is affecting, but several of the 
other interlaced vignettes — the cute cut- 
up of a murdered pimp, for instance, or 
Fernando Rey’s showy death by latrine — 
seem meretricious and unnecessarily

THE SEVEN-PER-CENT SOLU- 
TION. Nicholas Meyer's inconsequen- 
tial, pleasant best-selling parody of A. 
Conan Doyle, in which Dr. Watson tricks 
Sherlock Holmes into journeying to Vien- 
na for treatment by Sigmund Freud has 
become an opulently mounted, cast-of- 
thousands extravaganza — and under- 
neath it all, there’s even less plot than in 
the book. Slow and earnest, the film tries 
for a heart-felt tone when what we want 
out of this meeting-of-the-minds is cold 
brilliance and intricate puzzles. Director 
Herbert Ross handles it all with dull lit-

THE ‘THIEF OF PARIS. Almost totally 
neglected at the time of its release (1967), 
this is one of Louis Malle’s finest films, a 
brilliant evocation of 1890s France and a 
searching study of the forces that impel 
men to their destinies. Pessimistic with- 
out ever feeling bleak (until its bleary 


dawn ending), it relates the tale of Ran- 
dal (one of Jean-Paul Belmondo’s best — 
‘roles), an orphan from a bourgeois back. 
ground who falls into thievery almost by 
accident, finds he has a lust for it that is 
both unfathomable and insatiable, and 


-becomes one of the most successful burg- 


lars in Paris. Malle uses thievery as: a 
metaphor for sexuality, art, and finally 
the impulses of youth which ensnare men 
for the rest of their lives. Henri Decae’s 
color photography is delicious, and ra- 
diant portrayals by some of France's love- 
liest actresses illuminate the film: Gene- - 
vieve Bujold, Marlene Jobert, Francoise 
Fabian, Bernadette Lafont, and Marie

THE THIRD MAN. In the murky ruins of 
war-torn Vienna, Joseph Cotten stalks his 
old friend Orson Welles, who has taken to 
such monstrous activities as peddling er- 
satz penicillin. Although Welles appears 
late irvthe film, his influence (and those of 
Messrs. Hitchcock and Lang) is clear in 
Carol Reed's haunting romantic thriller 
penned by Graham Greene. The confron- 
tation on the ferris wheel and the final 
chase through the sewers remain among 
the most striking scenés in post-war cin- 
ema, and Anton Karas’s.melancholy zith- 
er music is almost as ‘memorable.
